"My dad pulled my hands off the

Michael Loughnane, 18, choked back 


tears Thursday as he unraveled the 
terrifying story of how he says his fa- 
ther tried to kill him. With tears roll- 
ing from his eyes, the 18-year-old Ar- 
lington Heights man told of the June 
29, 1975 incident in which he charges 
his father threw him off the side of a 
boat in Lake Michigan and left him 
for dead 


The testimony came on the second 


day of the trial of James Loughnane, 
a former Arlington Heights resident 
and former Chicago policeman, who is 
charged with attempting to kill his 
son to collect $840,000 in insurance 
benefits. 


"AT 5 A.M. MY father woke me to 


go fishing on Lake Michigan," Mi- 
chael testified Thursday. '"We loaded 
the van with supplies and drove to 
Jackson Park Harbor where our boat 
is moored," he said. For the next 
three hours they fished, but caught 
nothing and decided to turn back. 


"My father drove the boat west for 


a few minutes and then asked me to 
drive," he said. "He kept telling me 
to keep my eye on the compass at all 
' times and to stay in a westerly direc- 


tion." 


Loughnane went to the back of the 


boat and scanned the horizon with a 
pair of binoculars. 


"Suddenly I felt a sharp blow to the 


back of my head. I became scared 
and gripped the wheel very tightly. 


"HE DRAGGED me tp the left rear 


of the boat and tried to push me over 
the side. I started grabbing on to the 
side of the boat. He was trying to 
push me over the side. 


"I gripped the railing. He finally 


picked up my legs and forced me 
over the side of the boat. I fell in a 
few feet away from the boat." 


As he floated in the water, Michael 


said his father "stared at me a mo- 
ment. I shouted at him, 'My God1! 
What's the matter with you.1" 


Loughnane sped away in the boat 


and made ever widening circles

The motorcycle's carburetor 


Tax of no return finally pays off 


Estelle Plate was 12 years old when 


she got her first regular job. 


That was decades ago. In the years 


that followed, she worked off and on 
at a variety of different jobs — even 
after she married George Plate.

After that, her husband never saw a 
return on all the money she had 
poured into Social Security. 


PLATE, NOW 78, moved into his 


daughter and son-in-law's Schsum- 
burg Township home, and they since 
have struggled to make ends meet. 


That may change soon. 
Wednesday, the U S. Supreme Court 


overturned a provision of the Social 
Security Act that made it virtually 
impossible for wfdowers to collect sur- 
vivor benefits that had been accumu- 
lated by their deceased wives. 


The law used to require that a wid- 


ower, such as Plate, had to prove his 
wife had supported him before he 
could collect survivor benefits Wid- 
ows did not have to meet that require- 
ment. 


THE COURT RULING says such 


discrimination is unconstitutional 


The ruling also strikes down similar 


dependency provision for old age 
benefits. The government Thursday 
said 299,000 husbands seeking old age 
benefits and 2?0,000 widowers wanting 
survivor benefits probably would get 
them.

Couple gets 99 years for tot's murder

ATHENS, Terur. (UPI) - A jury 


took 43 minutes to convict Ronald and 
Wanda Maddux of second degree mur- 
der Thursday and the judge sentenced 
them to 99 years plus one day for the 
torture death of their 4-yeai^old 
daughter. 


The nine men and three women of 


the jury found the two defendants 
equally guilty in the,slaying last Octo- 
ber of Melisha Morganna Gibson, 
Mrs. Maddux's child by a man now 
serving time for armed robbery. 


"Wanda Maddux and Ronald Mad- 


dux, you have both been convicted of 
second degree murder and I sentence 
you to 99 years and one day in the 
state penitentiary," Criminal Court 
Judge James Witt intoned. 


MADDUX, A PUDGY part-time 


carpenter with bulging eyes, stared 


straight ahead, his hands clasped in 
front of him, when the jury foreman 
read the verdict. His wife began cry- 
ing and continued sobbing as the 
couple stood for the judge to pro- 
nounce sentence 


Prosecutors demanded a life sen- 


tence for Mrs. Maddux and "the 
greatest number of years" possible 
for Maddux, who they said beat his 
tiny stepdaughter with a sawed-off 
baseball bat, marched her through the 
house for hours and fed her hot sauce 
until she vomited. 


And they said Mrs. Maddux was 


equally guilty because she did not "so 
much as put a Band-Aid" on Me- 
lisha's bloody and battered body. 


Maddux and his wife blamed each 


other for the cruelty and abuse. Attor- 


neys for both announced immediately 
they would appeal, and Witt set May 7 
to hear defense motions for a new 
trial. 


District Atty Gen Richard Fister, 


chief prosecutor for the trial, said nei- 
ther Maddux nor his wife will be eli- 
gible for parole for 30 years if the sen- 
tences stand. 


LeROY PHILLIPS, Maddux' attor- 


ney, said the defense lost the case 
' when Witt refused to transfer the trial 
further away than Athens, only 30 
miles from the Maddux' hometown of 
Cleveland. "I am just trying to decide 
which of the 104 errors I will use in 
my appeal," Phillips said. 


The district attorney drew a repri- 


mand from the judge and brought de- 
fense attorneys storming to their feet 


to demand a mistrial after he told the 
jury to consider "natural law" which 
makes a mother protect her young. 


Witt sent the jury from the court- 


room before reprimanding Fisher. He 
told the district attorney his state- 
ments were "highly inflammatory" 
but refused to grant a mistrial. 


The Madduxes had been charged 


with first degree murder, but the 
charge was reduced after the Ten- 
nessee Supreme Court, ruling in an- 
other case, overturned the state's 
mandatory death penalty for first de- 
gree murder 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Bill Foula 


charged that Melisha underwent at 
least two days of torture before she 
was found dead on a wet mattress at 
her home last Oct. 13.

Japanese right-wingers 
free hostages unharmed 


TOKYO (UPI) — Four disciples of 


a dead right-wing novelist, bent on re- 
turning Japan to imperial rule, re- 
leased their last hostages and surren- 
dered following an appeal by the 
writer's widow and assurances they 
would be treated like "Samurai." 


The four right-wingers, armed with 


swords and pistols, had held up to 12 
hostages in the offices of the Keidan- 
ren, a leading organization of Japa- 
nese businesses. 


They freed 10 hostages earlier and 


finally gave up the last two and came 
out of a barricade they had set up 
with desks an& chairs 11 hours after 
they shot their way into the building. 


THE WIDOW OF Japanese novelist 


Yukio Mishima, who committed hari 
kari in 1970 in a vain attempt to per- 
saude Japanese defense forces to re- 
store rule in Japan to the emperor, 
pleaded with his four followers to give 
up. 


Police said the long drama ended at 


3:05 a.m. (12:05 p.m. Chicago time 
Thursday) after Mishima's widow 
talked to them and police promised 
they would be treated "like Samurai 
(warriors)." 


Police said the raiders meant they 


did not want to be exposed to news- 
men and cameramen when they were 
taken to police custody. 


Authorities agreed, and took them 


to a nearby police station without 
handcuffs.

Japanese Samurai sword. They fired 
several shots at the outset of the raid, 
but there were no injuries. 


Police made contact with the four 


by telephoning Senga's office. The rai- 
ders identified themselves as disciples 
of the late Yukio Mishima, Japan's 
top novelist of the post-war era and a 
candidate for the Nobel prize before 
his suicide in 1970. 


The novehsts's widow visited the 


building early Friday (Thursday) 
morning in an attempt to persuade 
the raiders to release their hostages 
and surrender. 


Police said the four men refused to 


see Mrs. Mishima, but they shouted 
through a closed office door that they 
wanted to be "treated like Samurai 


(warriors)." 


MISHIMA IN November 1970, led 


four other disciples on a raid similar 
to the one carried out Thursday at the 
headquarters of the Japanese army in 
Tokyo The four took the commanding 
general prisoner,* and Mishima made 
a passionate speech to troops on duty 


He urged them to overthrow the 


constitution and restore rule by the 
emperor. The soldiers ignored him. 
Mishima slashed his stomach with a 
knife, and a disciple chopped off his 
head. 


The men who raided Keidanren 


T h u r s d a y called themselves the 
"Youth League for Abolitipn of Y-P," 
a reference to the Yalta and Potsdam 
conferences of 1945 where terms of 
Japan's World War II surrender were 
set by allied countries. 


Senga and Norio Nakamura, 24, a 


Keidanren public relations man were 
released unharmed. They left two oth- 
er Keidanren staffers, Kazuo Koike, 
43, and Makoto Ike, 36, in custody of 
the raiders. 


SENGA AND Nakamura quoted the 


men as saying: "We will not harm 
you because we are not leftists." 


Police said the rightist raiders iden- 


tified themselves as Shunishi Nishio, 
27, Yoshio Itoh, 29, Tadaaki Morita, 
27, and Shunsuke Kimura, 42. 


Police said Nishio told them by tele- 


phone that some members of the raid- 
ing party wanted to commit suicide.

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Rescue of trapped miner expected today 


TOWER CITY, Pa. CUPI) - Res- 


cue workers, drilling at the rate of 
about one inch every four minutes, 
maintained contact Thursday with the 
only one of eight trapped miners 
known to be alive. They did not ex- 
pect to reach him until today. 


John Shutack, federal mine safety 


official, said workers had drilled 
about 12 feet in the 9 hours since drill- 
ing began at 6:25 a.m. Thursday to 
free Ronald Adley, 37. At 3:30 p.m., 
workers had approximately 33 feet to 
go. 


"At our present drilling rate, it will 


be 24 hours before we rescue Mr. Ad- 
ley, barring any unforseen circum- 
stances," Shutack said. He projected 
the time of rescue at 2:45 p.m. today. 


"WE ARE GOING at approximately 


Vv feet per hour," he estimated. 


The fate of the other seven trapped 


miners was unknown. Water rushed 
through the Kocher Coal Co. Mine 
Tuesday, killing two, critically in- 
juring three and trapping eight. 


Federal mine safety officials said a 


giant drill was being brought in by 
three Air Force C130 transport planes 
from Salt Lake City and it will be 
used to drill down to where the seven 
were believed trapped. It was not 
known when the drill would arrive. 


Walter Vicinelly, state commission- 


er for deep mine safety, emphasized 
that officials had not given up hope 
for the seven missing men. 


VICINELLY ALSO said it "could be 


as late as midnight Friday" before 
rescuers reached Adley. 


Shutack said Adley was in good 


spirits. 


"We asked him if he needed any- 


thing and he said 'I'll have a cup of 
coffee and more eats.'" 


Shutack said rescuers gave Adley a 


sausage sandwich and a cup of hot 
chocolate. 


HOWEVER, ADLEY did not know 


the whereabouts of seven other min- 
ers believed to be trapped nearby. 


Vicinelly said a seismic station was 


placed above the chute where rescue 
workers are drilling, but ftber than 
the movement of Adley, no other 
sounds were heard. 


Rescue workers passed food, dry 


c l o t h i n g and blankets to Adley 


through a six-inch hole drilled into the 
four by six by eight-foot space where 
he is trapped.. 


"We don't-want him to move around 


in there," Vicinelly said. "We are in 
contact, with him. I can't visualize any 
danger to him." 


HE ADDED IT was still not known 


whether the coal -they were trying to 
break through was soft or hard coal. 
He said soft coal would force them to 
brace the holes drilled and would pro- 
long the rescue process. 


In another development, Vicinelly 


said his personal inspection of last 
year's safety reports for the com- 


pany's Porter Tunnel, where the acci- 
dent occurred, indicated no violations. 


"This is anjextremely saf* mining 


operation and our inspectors fouriS 
nothing to cite," Vicinelly said. "Sine* 
1968, when the company started oper- 
ations, it never had had a fatal acci- 
dent." 


At state mental institutions 
160 unlicensed doctors 
to be relieved of duties 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - Gov. 


James R. Thompson said Thursday 
160 doctors who are practicing medi- 
cine in state mental institutions with- 
out licenses will be relieved of their 
duties and volunteer doctors will be 
sought to replace them for at least a 
few weeks. 


Thompson also said he will seek leg- 


islation to restore limited licenses to 
the doctors, permitting them to re- 
sume their duties under close super- 
vision until & permanent solution to 
the problem can be found. 


He said the plan will be very ex- 


pensive and might not work well. But 
he said, "There really is no alterna- 
tive." 


The 160 doctors are almost all foreign- 
trained. They have been practicing in 
the state's 28 mental institutions un- 
der 
"limited license" -legislation 


which expired last July. Since that 
time, Thompson said, the doctors 
probably have been without legal au- 
thority to practice medicine. 


The state, Thompson said, could 


have some legal liability for per- 
mitting the doctors to continue work- 
ing for the past eight months. 


The problem was brought to a head 


last month when it was learned that 
127 of the limited-license doctors had 
failed a qualifying examination de- 
signed to prepare them for full licens- 
ing. The rest did not take the exam. 


THOMPSON'S PLAN will remove 


all 160 of the physicians from medical 
practice effective Friday. The Illinois 
State Medical Society, .The Illinois 
Psychiatric Assn. and the Dept. of 
Mental Health will cooperate, in trying 
to find doctors from the private sector 
to replace the limited-license doctors 
on a temporary basis. 


If the legislature passes a new li- 


censing law, the 160 will be allowed to 
resume their duties under strict su- 
pervision, Thompson said. 


But he said he hopes to end the use 


of limited-license doctors by March 1, 
1978, through use of medical students, 
residents and paramedical personnel 
and' a recruiting drive* designed to 
hire fully licensed doctors to staff 
state institutions.

School vandalism 
costs $2 million

Arson and vandalism cost Cook County school districts almost $2 


million in the 1975-76 school year, county Schools Supt Richard J. 
Martwick said Thursday. School officials in most cases are help- 
less in attempts to apprehend and prosecute vandals, Martwick 
said. He released figures showing the cost of arson to suburban 
school districts was $1,059,984, including $850,000 damage when the 
Havlkek Elementary School in Berwyn was virtually destroyed by 
fire. 


Non-arson fires cost the schools $12,785 and accidental damage to 


school property was $128,075. The cost of vandalism was $782,524, 
almost two-thirds of which occurred at elementary schools. 
Martwick said broken windows accounted for about 80 per cent of 
the vandalism outside school buildings. He suggested the schools 
Intensify programs, particularly in the elementary schools, to 
make students aware of the gravity of arson and vandalism. He 
also proposed uniform laws that would make parents responsible 
for certain acts of vandalism by their children. 


City workers to learn life-saving 


Chicago police, fire and health department personnel will be 


trained in heart stimulation techniques that could save 2,500 lives 
a year, acting Mayor Michael Bilandic announced Thursday. Per- 
sonnel will receive cadriopulmonary resuscitation training to re- 
store a victim's heart beat and breathing, Bilandic said. The pro- 
gram will make "Chicago, from a heart standpoint, the safest 
city," said Dr. Gary Wilner, chairman of the emergency care 
committee of the Chicago Heart Assn. 


Training will begin March 14 for the first group of 40 para- 


medics followed by 150 firefighters and 377 police officers at the 
police academy. Public training will begin in the summer with an 
eventual goal of one of every four Chicago residents having a 
knowledge of the life saving techniques. 


State unit to seek strike approval 


Officials of the largest local of the American Federation of 


State, County and Municipal Employes Union said in Chicago 
Thursday they will conduct a strike authorization vote because 
Gov. James Thompson has indicated state employes will be denied 
pay raises this year. "He said no pay raise even though the state 
employes haven't had one in two years," said Max Liberles, 
president of Local 2000, which represents about 4,600 of the 42,000 
workers under the AFSCME umbrella. 


"The cost-of-Uving has gone up 14 per cent since December of 


1974. The workers we represent will not wait a third and a fourth 
year for a pay raise. He (Thompson) also said this is a year of 
sacrifice, but not for the citizens of Illinois. Have we been de- 
ported? Are we nondtizens, or what?" Thompson did not specifi- 
cally mention a pay raise for state employes in his budget address 
to the General Assembly Wednesday. But in a budget briefing he 
told reporters there was no money for an across-the-board pay 
increase. He said step raises would be given on the basis of merit 
and seniority. 


$77,300 RTA pay hikes OKd 


The board of the financially troubled Regional Transportation 


Authority Thursday approved $77,300 in pay increases, with sev- 
eral staff members getting hikes of more than $5,000 a year. The 
pay Increases followed a staff reorganization which consolidated 
the agency into four basic departments under the leadership of the 
new chief operating officer. The structure reduces the power of 
Chairman Milton Pikarsky, who previously ran the daily oper- 
ations. The largest raise went to Bernie Ford, who, as head of the 
transportation department, will get a salary hike of $8,250 for a 
total of $48,000. 


In other actions Thursday. 
• The Illinois House Thursday voted to restore $16 million to 


RTA funding. Last summer, the legislature slashed the RTA allo- 
cation by $16 million as part of an effort to dismantle the six- 
county agency. The RTA has been counting on the extra money to 
make ends meet this year. 


• Some RTA directors are not happy that Pikarsky will soon be 


driving a new luxury car purchased by the agency. There was a 
lot of grumbling Thursday when the board approved the purchase 
of a $7,678 Oldsmobile 98 Regency, complete with 403-cubic-inch 
engine, power seats, air conditioning, electric door locks, AM-FM 
radio and tape deck. Board member Pastora Cafferty said the 
choice was "unfortunate" in light of the agency's repeated calls 
for energy conservation.

Budget picture too 
gloomy: Bakalis 


State Comptroller Michael J. Bakalis Thursday said Gov. James 


Thompson's budget is "unnecessarily gloomy in its outlook." Bak- 
alis said his office has determined there may be as much as $90 
million to $100 million more new dollars available for government 
expenditure than Thompson has recommended. 


"I believe Gov. Thompson's budget is a sincere attempt to re- 


store fiscal Integrity to the state but unnecessarily gloomy in its 
outlook and geared to guarantee continued operational deficits and 
a decline in the quality of schools all over the state, particularly 
Chicago," Bakalis said. "I am not going to stand here and say 
mine (budget estimate) is absolutely correct," Bakalis said. "No 
one can do that. But there's a difference between asking people to 
make economic conservative cuts and devastating them." 


Big Jim president material: Brock 


William Brock, chairman of the national Republican party, says 


Illinois Gov. James R. Thompson would be "taken seriously" if he 
decides to seek the presidency in 1980. Brock said Wednesday 
Thompson's image in Washington is "remarkably good. He is per- 
ceived, and was perceived at the time of his election, as an instant 
national political figure," Brock said. 


But Brock warned it is dangerous to look to 1980 already. He 


said the national GOP first needs to rebuild its diminishing base of 
support by helping Republican candidates in local elections, par- 
ticularly in large cities in the Midwest and East. 


Beer sign law for pubs proposed 


State Sen. Sam Vadalabene, D-Edwardsville, Thursday in- 


troduced legislation which would outlaw the beer advertising signs 
that identify most of the state's taverns. The measure would ban 
the sale or donation of new outdoor beer signs to retailers by 
manufacturers or distributors. It also would require that those now 
in place be removed by July 1,1978, unless the beer advertising on 
them is obliterated. 


Liquor advertising other than beer still would be permitted un- 


der terms of the bill (S181). Among other legislation introduced 
Thursday were bills to: 


• Legally ban discrimination against homosexuals. Rep. Robert 


Mann, D-Chicago, filed the bills. 


•Permit local residents who want the speed limit on their 


street changed to petition for a meeting of their local government 
to discuss the proposed change. Rep. Ben Polk, R-Moline. in- 
troduced the bill (H542).

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Dist. 21 mulls Dist. 59 unit effect 


The Wheeling Township Dist. 21 


Board of Education Thursday infor- 
mally asked Supt. Kenneth Gill to pro- 
vide It with information on what op- 
tion would be available to Dist. 21 if 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 forms a 
unit school district with part of High 
School Dist. 214. 


The board's request at a workshop 


meeting came in light of Dist. 59's 
move to create a unit district with 
Forest View and Elk Grove High 
Schools and 
Dist. 59 elementary 


schools under one board and adminis- 
tration. 


Dist. 21 and Dist. 59 are two of the 


seven elementary districts in Dist. 
214. 


THE PROPOSED unit district in 


Elk Grove Township will be consid- 
ered by Dist. 59 voters in a referen- 
dum April 9. If the new district is 
formed, it would remove 27 per cent 
of the students and 42 per cent of the 
tax base from Dist. 214. 


Dist. 21 board members said they 


were not advocating the formation of 
a unit district with high schools in the 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area, but said 
they should be prepared if a unit dis- 
trict is formed in Elk Grove Town- 
ship. 


"It seems to me the next thing that 


would happen is for us to pull out just 
to save ourselves," said board mem- 
ber Elaine Bond. "Don't you think we 
should be well prepared at this end of 
town just to save our own necks?" 


MRS. 
BOND- asked Gill to provide 


figures on what percentage of the tax 
base the Dist. 21 area provides in 
Dist. 214. "If they (Dist. 59) pull out 
and take 42 per cent, what are we left 
with?" she asked. 


Board member Linda Sperchman 


said the district should have a contin- 
gency plan if Dist. 59 forms a unit 


district. "Why don't we jjjt prelimi- 
nary guidelines on the alternatives 
and see how big of a piece of pie we 
have," she said. 


Gill'urged the board to wait until 


the outcome of the referendum and 
the results of a law suit by Dist. 214 
challenging the method of voting on a 
unit district formation. 


"WE, AS A TOTAL area, ought to 


look at this subject, rather than Dist. 
21 pull out," GiD said. "We ought to 
do it in a statesman sort of way. 


"If the unit passes, the real ball 


game is for Dist. 214 to figure out how 
they are going to survive," Gill said.

months ago by Village Planner Jo- 
seph Kesler. Beebe estimated 
the 


project will cost about $8 million,

"If the concept is approved soon by 


the village, final plans could be pre- 
pared for final approval by Decem- 
ber, Beebe said. 


"THE NEXT STEP is up to the vil-.

all along, but we'd like to make it 
more convenient for people to begin 
or complete their education," Silver- 
man said. 


Courses would be offered at the ju- 


nior, senior and graduate level only 
and officials hope to encourage the 
transfer of students from community 
colleges by coordinating program se- 
quences with them, he said. 


IN ADDITION to offering tradition- 


al courses in education, business ad- 
ministration, arts and sciences and 
public administration, Roosevelt also 
is considering offering professional 
retraining and courses tailored to the 
needs of Individual local corporations, 
Sllverman said. 


The university also is considering 


classes for women looking to enter the 
job market. The university's 
coun- 


seling staff would be brought to Ar- 
lington Heights and babysitting ser- 
vices could be provided while the 
women are in class, Sllverman said. 


Another possibility is the offering of 


private and group after-school music 
lessons. Many Northwest suburban 
students now travel downtown to the 
Chicago Musical College of Roosevelt

Congress approves 
new budget ceiling 


Congress Thursday gave final approval to a new budget ceiling 


allowing up to $17.5 billion in tax cuts and job-creating programs 
during the next seven months to stimulate the economy. The 
House vote was 226 to 173. The Senate acted by voice vote. There 
was little debate in either body. Most of the controversy was left 
over until next Tuesday when the House gets down to specifics and 
considers President Carter's $50 per person tax rebate plan. 


The new spending ceiling of $417.5 billion for fiscal year 1977 


which ends Sept. 30 is up from $413.1 billion which Congress set in 
September for this year. It provides for $347.7 billion in revenues 
and a deficit of $69.75 billion, the highest ever. The figures had 
been negotiated in a House-Senate conference Monday after each 
house passed slightly differing versions. 


'Ask President' show readied 
Preparations were under way at the White House Thursday for 


Saturday's unprecedented two hour radio phone-in show, "Ask 
President Carter." Thirty-two telephone lines, 20 for the incoming 
calls and 12 for use by operators in verifying the calls, were being 
installed on the fourth floor of the Old Executive Office Building 
next to the White House. 


The phones will be operated by personnel of CBS, which is 


broadcasting and paying for the program emanating from the Oval 
Office. The program, which will run from 1 p.m. to 3 p.m. CST, 
will be broadcast live on CBS radio and videotaped for a CBS-TV 
showing on Sunday. 


PB13 traces still cropping up 
Traces of poisonous PBB are still cropping up in a northern 


Michigan feed mill nearly four years after the chemical first con- 
taminated feed there, the mill's operator said in Cadillac, Mich. 
Thursday. Russell Roster, manager of the Falmouth Feed Cooper- 
ative, testified in the state's first PBB trial that the stubborn white 
powder showed up In dust samples taken from the mill late last 
year. 


The fire retardant chemical polybrominated biphenyl (PBB) 


first entered Michigan's food supply in 1973 as the result of a feed 
mlxup. Tons of tainted feed were distributed statewide by Farm 
Bureau Services, poisoning thousands of cattle who either died or 
were put to death. Michigan residents have eaten undetermined 
amounts of the chemical in meat and dairy products Its effect on 
humans is not yet fully known. 


How may Yanks leave Uganda? 
President Carter has thanked Idi Am in for "assurances about 


the welfare of Americans" in Uganda and asked the unpredictable 
Ugandan president to suggest how U.S. citizens may leave the 
country, Radio Uganda said Thursday. Despite frightened refu- 
gees' reports of atrocities and murders, church officials said vir- 
tually all American missionaries, the majority of U S. citizens in 
the East African nation, have decided to stay in Uganda. 


Refugees who fled to neighboring Kenya said widespread arrests 


and killings appeared to be aimed at Christians of the Langi and 
Acholi tribes, but details could not be verified independently. In 
his message to Amin, Radio Uganda reported, Carter said: "I 
appreciate your assurances about the welfare of Americans in 
Uganda and I have noted your statement all Americans who wish 
to leave are free to do so. "I would welcome your suggestions 
about how this could be accomplished should any of them wish to 
depart." 


Khadafy praises Castro 
With the Cuban leader at his side in Beirut, Libyan leader Col. 


Moammar Khadaty praised President Fidel Castro Thursday as 
the "stubborn enemy of American imperialism." "We will not 
hesitate to fight side by side with our friends, the Cuban people, 
If they are subjected to aggression by the enemy," Khadafy told 
cheering thousands of his people. Castro said Libya was the "van- 
guard of the Arab revolution" and said "no one has struggled as 
much as Comrade Khadafy for the sake of Arab unity. Our meet- 
Ing here and my embrace with Brother Khadafy is not good news 
for the imperialists." 


It was Castro's first visit to Africa since Cuban troops helped the 


Popular Movement for the Liberation of Angola win its guerrilla 
war in the former Portuguese colony more than a year ago. Cuban 
Iroops also have been reported in Ugandtu 


Italy air force plane 'crashes 
A four-engine Lockheed-built Italian air force plane smashed 


into a mountain shortly after takeoff from Pica, Italy Thursday. 
Officials believe all 44 persons aboard, including 38 cadets, died. 
Hours after the crash of the Hercules C130 transport plane, only 
six bodies had been recovered. Wreckage and the victims' remains 
were scattered for a half mile around the crash scene on the rugged 
slopes of Mt. Serra. 


Sen. John A. Graham 
'Prison woes ever increasing'

SPRINGFIELD — "WhenJ started 


they called them criminals. Then they 
called them inmates. Now they're 
calling' them residents. Next year 
they'll be calling them the victims " 


Sen. John A. Graham is only half 


kidding when he tells the anecdote. 
For though he has been closely con- 
nected to Illinois' penal system for 18 
years, he is not one to confuse con- 
cern with control. 


The veteran Republican legislator 


from Harrington has been a member 
of the legislative commission on penal 
institutions tor 18 years, its chairman 
for six, and in 1969 helped guide the 
legislation which created the depart- 
ment of corrections. 


THIS YEAR THE Republican lead- 


ership has named him to head a GOP 
task force on penal reform. 


Graham's interest in corrections is 


longstanding, and he is aware of the 
crisis facing the state's department 


"Our greatest problem now is to in- 


dicate to the public that- there has 
been some compliance with their deci- 
sions on the judicial system, but in so 
doing we have contributed ta over- 
crowding," he says. 


"The problems are ever increasing. 


In some areas where we should have 
money, we're robbing Peter to pay 
Paul, and if it is not corrected, Paul is 
going to be starving. And the prison- 
ers sense this." 


For a man who admittedly first 


viewed corrections "with the feeling 


that qonvicts are convicts and prisons 
are prisons and so what," Graham 
sees no easy formulas now 


"I have seen the entire philosophy 


of prison change," he says. "The so- 
called days of bread and water have 
gone^by, but by loosening up those 
areas we have probably lost some 
control." 


HE SEES security as a problem 


growing out of the overcrowding at 
adult prisons. "Security has to be the 
top priority," he says. And he is an 
advocate of the death penalty as a 
means of assuring prison security. 


'•I predict a capital punishment law 


will pass this year," he says. "I've 
always supported it." Graham be- 
lieves the death penalty would deter 
an inmate from killing a coirectional 
officer or another anmate. 


"The men at Stateville are aware of 


that electric chair there," he says. "I 
don't think the death penalty will 
have an effect on the number of in- 
mates, but it will have an effect on 
(protecting) the security people " 


Graham blames what he calls an at- 


titude of indifference by the Walker 
^Administration for many of the cur- 
rent prison troubles but he says he 
sees encouraging signs of support 
from the Thompson Administration. 


'Corrections has suffered, too, he 


says, because of a competitive rather 
than cooperative attitude within the 
criminal justice system. 


"THERE ARE competitive forces 


that are jealous of their own standing 
to the extent that there is no coopera-

tion. Too many agencies and over- 
lapping jurisdictions are part of the 
problem as is a failure by each ele- 
ment to understand the role of the 
other 


"I think the courts ar% getting more 


aware of it. I've always said a sen- 
tencing judge should spend 30 days in 
a penitentiary and serve some time 
on a parole board " 


Of the state's parole and pardon 


board, however, Graham is also criti- 
cal. The board should be revamped, 
he says unhesitatingly. 


"We've reached a point of necessity 


where some members of the parole 
and pardon board should be replaced, 


vand that time is now. You do not do 
that (consider parole requests) out of 
your heart, you do that out of your 
head." 


Capital punishment and the state's 


parole system are issues which Gra- 
ham sees as integral to corrections. 
But the immediate concern is the 
crisis simmering now, one he terms 
"explosive" and one1 which he says 
his task force will attempt to address. 


"HOPEFULLY IT will become a 


Senate task force of three (Republi- 
cans) and three (Democrats). I want 
us to be able to point to very con- 
clusively where over the long pull we 
can save money by reorganizing our 
priorities and to point out to the pub- 
lie that this is a result of the public 
demand. 


"If we provide (more) facilities by 


the way of new construction, I think 
we're talking about $500 "million to $1 
billion, and I don't think the state is 
ready for it. Rather, I think we have 
to go, along with what (Gov. James 
R ) Thompson has said and transfer 
the minimum risk people to other 
places where the population is light. 


"We need to take care of over- 


crowding and provide money for pro- 
gramming," he says. "The'death pen- 
alty is one thing, but I think the main 
challenge is to be able to convince the 
legislature that the need exists for 
this money, and the need was yester- 
day."

Prison system 
will not survive 
summer: Rowe 


SPRINGFIELD — Illinois Dept. of 


Corrections Director Charles Rowe 
Thursday said the state prison system 
"will not survive the summer" unless 
immediate steps are taken to ease 
overcrowding. 


Rowe told a subcommittee exam- 


ining conditions within prisons that he 
could create more space for adult in- 
mates by consolidating, facilities used 
for juvenile offenders. 


Rowe's proposal sparked 'some op- 


position 
from 
officials 
concerned 


about the fate of prison facilities for 
juveniles. 


Rowe discussed his plans for short- 


range solutions during the first hear- 
ing of a new House subcommittee 
headed by state Rep. Anne Wilier, 
D-Hillside. 


Mrs Wilier said she hopes the sub- 


committee -will have recommenda- 
tions for legislative action ready in 
one month. 


"I think everyone recognizes this is 


a crisis, and I would hope we can 
move quickly,?' she said. 


Wilier and several witnesses who 


testified Thursday expressed reserva- 
tions about consolidating the juvenile 
centers in Kane County. Rowe sug- 
gested using facilities at Valley View 
as a medium-security center for adult 
inmates and shifting juveniles to St. 
Charles. The objections were raised 
because the Valley View facility is 
used to house less violent juveniles 
than those now at St. Charles. 


A number of Kane County residents 


have already complained to Gov. 
James R. Thompson about the propos- 


- al and the governor has promised to 


meet with them before any plan is put 
into effect. 


alternatives, she says. 


"One of the things we need to dis- 


cover is what the facts are," she says. 
"It appears on the one hand that the 
juvenile population is declining and

what are they going to do to solve 
their housing problem? 


"THIS IS A very real problem. We 


just cannot permit our prisons to be- 


come overcrowded, and that situation 
is right now Not only is it inhumane, 
but what you are creating is an ex- 
plosive situation," she said. 


Mrs. Chapman believes the legisla- 


ture will be receptive to the imme- 
diate need for funding, but she does 
not see the mood of the legislature to- 
ward corrections changing. 


"I think the legislature recognizes 


the fact that we have a problem that 
must be solved, that overcrowding in 
prisons is something the courts will 
now allow. We know to protect the 
public safety we must be prepared to 
provide adequate housing. 


"But I do not see the legislature as 


being concerned about rehabilitation, 


and we all know that almost nobody 
(in prison) is going to be there the 
rest of their lives. 


"My personal feeling is that rehabi- 


litation has not been tried and the at- 
tempts at it have been limited," she 
saiys. 


"I think we have some problems 


that we have to face and I hope that 
the work of cur subcommittees will 
provide information so that as we 
vote on some of these proposals that 
are coming to us from the governor 
and the department and the John How- 
ard Association, and hopefully, from 
the legislature, we will be doing it on 
the basis of fact rather than con- 
jecture "

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'Jail nothing 
but a living 
graveyard9 


Nate Edwards — free soon. 
The Joliet Correctional Center — more than a century of "hard time" in a jail built during the Civil War.

JOLIET, 111. — October is just 


around the corner for Nate Edwards. 


After 3Ks years in the Joliet Cor- 


rectional Center, October isn't next 
fall or Indian summer or falling au- 
tumn leaves. 


October is freedom. 


This is "the joint" to Edwards, a 27- 


year-old black from a poor family 
who grew up in the drug trappings of 
Chicago's West Side. 


THIS ARMED ROBBERY offense 


was his first. 


"When I first came here I was natu- 


rally a little frightened, you know. 


Tall walls... grave guards 


You hear all the stories about the 
joint. But when I came here I looked 
around, surveyed things and I was 
able to sort of manipulate my way 
around." 


Things went OK for a couple years 


. until the recent "disciplinary reports" 
and confinement in segregation for 
having several packets of sugar — 
considered contraband — in his cell. 


"I feel kind of negative toward the 


system, so now I want to get out of 
the joint. It's very confusing to see 
these people run these joints. They 
seem to run them on a day-to-day 
basis, you know. No planning. They're 
always sayin' they have problems, not 
enough money, you know, budgets. 


"THE WAY THEY do things, you 


feel kind of bad the way they run 
things, but you're not in a position to 
do anything about them so you whistle 
at the walk and keep«teppin' in line. 


"I think the biggest problem is not 


enough effective programming. The 
main thing they holler in the joints is 
'security.' But there aren't enough 
programs that a guy can get into. 
That's the worst part, the programm- 
ing. 


"Rehabilitation? Heck, my point of 


view is there is no rehabilitation. It's 
just a place where the courts put you 
for your punishment and they give 
you a little activity while you're here. 
I would say rehabilitation is up to the 
individual."

Jack Richards has to think a minute 


when you ask his age. 


There is no hesitation when you ask 


how long he has been here. 


"Eight years and four months," the 


45-year-old Villa Park man says. 


The Joliet Correctional Center is a 


world away from the suburbs and the 
prestigious job of a commercial air- 
line pilot. 


BUT MURDER and a 99-to 150-year 


sentence bridged the distance for 
Richards. 


"I really don't think peop> under- 


stand . . ." his voice trails off. "It's a 
pretty final thing when a judge says 
to. you 'that's it.' But the most dis- 
paraging thing is when you hear that 
door slam behind you for the first 
time and wonder when it will open 
again. 


"I think the people of this state 


don't realize what these things (pris- 
ons) ar doing to people. Like State- 
ville, they're making animals there, 
and when you release them, well ... 


"I'm not saying that everyone who 


leaves Stateville will be violent. But 
the department has a hard time ma- 
turing people and establishing respon- 
sibility. 


He has seen the ones who have 


come back here three and four times, 
the ones who cannot understand why 
smoking marijuana means jail for 
them while Watergate politicians go 
free^ 


"IT CAN'T BE modified. It's too po- 


litically oriented. I hope you don't get 
me wrong. It isn't just here. This is 
an old institution and it didn't take a 
year to get to this stage and it won't 
change overnight either. 


"But in my opinion we're falling 


backward at a very rapid rate. We're 
not moving forward. In prison you 
have to try to mature people and 
make them responsible. You don't do 
that by warehousing. 


"The best comment I ever heard on 


prisons was from a fellow named 
Blacky Harris. He said: 'This is a liv- 
ing graveyard,' and the man !• 
right."

Generous help 
to those in need 


Our readers deserve recogni- 


tion once in a while. 


Within the past week, The 


Herald has carried stories of two 
local families caught in personal 
dilemmas. Our readers, after 
learning of their problems pro- 
vided help. 


There was the story of the 


Sandy Perez family of Wheeling, 
a tragic story of pain and ang- 
uish and need. 


Mrs. Perez's two youngest 


children died in a fire which 
swept through their house and 
destroyed all the family's be- 
longings. 


Those who knew Mrs. Perez 


provided help, but it was Herald 
readers who, after reading the 
story of the tragedy, donated ev- 
erything from clothing to home 
furnishings. 


Local organizations helped, 


too. The Buffalo Grove Frater- 
nal Order of Police held a cloth- 
ing and food drive. The Basket 
Organization, a Buffalo Grove 
service group, and the Salvation 
Army contributed. 


"I got a card from a woman in 


Des Plaines ... she understands 
and is willing to help as much as 
she can," Mrs. Perez said. 


She was a stranger as were 


the others. "I don't even know 
everybody and God bless-them," 
she said. Last Saturday Sandy 
Perez and her family were smil- 
ing again. 


We also told the story of Bob 


Frank, a Mount Prospect man 
who has opened the Society of 
St. Francis to help relocate lost 
pets and to rehabilitate injured 
ones. Bob Frank loves these ani- 
mals and spent most of his sav- 
ings fixing up the strays and 
caring for them. He was just 
about broke. 


We wrote that story and a few 


days later Frank had received 
$600 in contributions from doz- 
ens of readers, money he will 
use to continue his work. 


These stories, though very dif- 


ferent, are stories of need and of 
people who care about their 
neighbors. 


Assistance for airports 


Private airports provide im- 


portant services to this area and 
need some additional consid- 
eration from the federal govern- 
ment. 


The three airports in the 


Northwest suburbs — Chicago- 
1 a n d in Lincolnshire, Pal- 
Waukee near 
Wheeling and 


Schaumburg Airport — are pla- 
gued by the problems facing the 
owners of all vacant land. Land 
prices and increasing taxes are 
putting pressure on their owners 
to sell to developers. 


If the airports close, business- 


es which rely on the airports 
would have less incentive to 
move into this area, thus cutting 


growth. In addition, air traffic 
would be diverted to public air- 
ports, including O'Hare, and add 
to crowding and traffic delays. 


Airport owners make a rea- 


sonable case when they say they 
should get a piece of the feder- 
al Airport Development Aid Pro- 
gram which provides subsidies 
to public airports. The program 
is funded with taxes on airplane 
fuel paid by users of public and 
private airports alike. 


Expanding the subsidies would 


benefit both the public and the 
private airport operators. In the 
long run it could be cheaper to 
do that than to end up with new 
public airports paid for by taxes 
paid by all of us.

Others get crazies, spookies 
Who'll call Carter's show? 


Hclllllo America! This Is Jimmy 


Carter, Brother James, your host for 
two solid hours of call-in conversation 
and two way modulation. The subject 
tonight Is groovy government. My 
number is 456-1414. Lines are open. 
Remember to turn your radio down. 


When the president of the U.S. 


makes his telephone talk show debut 
Saturday he will enter a twilight zone 
of electronic folk art that is the broad- 
cast industry's answer to group thera- 
py. Peopled by millions, operating 
virtually around the clock, it is a ra- 
dio world not so much of entertain- 
ment as sociology. 


The host is both guru and public 


enemy. The audience can be pious 
and perverted. Anonymity is respect- 
ed and anything goes, except that 
which in the name .of public sanitation 
is purged mechanically. If it often is 
outrageous, the format is also for 
many an open-ended course in contin- 
uing education and participatory .de- 
mocracy. 


The Radio Information Service be- 


lives there are nearly 300 stations 
scheduling some -sort of talk, pro- 
gramming in the nation, most of them 
including audience involvement. Orig- 
inated in the 1940s, there is no .secret 
to the format's success; industry 
spokesmen say that people like to 
hear themselves talk and be talked to. 


NOWHERE IS this reasoning more 


obvious than in heavily populated and 
highly impersonal New York City. 
Here two-way radio is the Citizens 
Band for shut-ins and the entertain- 
ment alternative to TV opiates and 
rock-and-roll radio. One station, 
WMCA, features 24 hour "dial-a-log" 
and calls itself "the station that lis- 
tens to you." 
, 


The war horse for WMCA is" Long 


John Nebel, perhaps the best known 
and most experienced talk-jockey in 
America. In 21 years with a total of 
three New York stations, Nebel has 
broadcast more than 25,000. hours, 
most of them relying on audience in-

put. The input can be sobering. One of 
his callers used to be Lee Harvey Os- 
wald. 


Nebel didn't begin two-way radio, 


but he perfected and popularized it, 
and in a sense he made it safe for 
Jimmy Carter. A one time vaudeville 
hoofer and auctioneer, he started in 
radio in 1956, when audiences heard 
only one side of two-way radio conver- 
sations. Fearing obscenities, produc- 
ers seldom allowed homefolk voices 
on the air. 


NEBEL OVERCAME the limitation 


with the help of an engineer named 
Russell Tinklepaugh. They hooked in- 
coming telephone calls to,a playback 
recorder located across the studio 
room. By the time the phone voice 
traveled this distance for airing, there 
was a seven second delay, tune 
enough for Nebel to purify the lan- 
guage. 


President Carter thus inherits this 


safeguard, now standard operating 
procedure for every two-way radio 
show. The White House says that if a 
caller says a no-no, it will be bleeped 
by CBS engineers, and if the caller 
becomes abusive, he will be cut off 
before the audience at large can ea- 
vesdrop on the objectionable speech. 


Carter will also be secured from 


crazies in a way no commercial host 
could afford. The identity of all cal- 
lers will be verified. People who call 
with questions will be asked to leave 
their names, addresses and phone 
numbers, all of which will be checked 
by the White House. Then officers will 
call back a selected few to put them 
on the air. 


TO BE SURE, says John Nebel, the 


president may need ail of the pre- 
cautions he can get if his objective is 
to keep his show within the para- 
meters of Judeo-Christian morality. 
Radio callers often play rough. "I 
can't get two hours into a program," 
says Nebel, "without somebody call- 
ing to tell me the gas ovens are wait- 
ing." 


Besides the toughies, Nebel adds, 


there are the spookies. In nearly 
10,000 broadcasts, he has talked with 
everyone from reincarnate Abraham 
Lincolns to a lady who claimed Venu- 
sian citizenship. Those who threaten 
suicide are particularly difficult, Ne- 
bel says; he wonders how Carter 
might handle a woman who's just 
taken poison. 


Actually, the odd caller is the life- 


blood of most two-radio shows. Nebel 
has made a six figure salary by open- 
ing his microphone to ghost hunters 
and warlocks. A Baltimore station 
limits its calls to lonely singles look- 
ing for radioland matchups. Feminine 
Forum on KGBS (Los Angeles) is 
populated with women who prattle 
their sexual fantasies. 


BUT WHAT IS good for the com- 


mercial ratings could be terrible for 
Jimmy Carter. Nebel says that a 
presidential program full of bleeps 
and cut offs could prove embarrass- 
ing. And what happens if those who 
threaten John Nebel also decide to 
threaten the chief executive? The cus- 
toms of commercial shows could land 
some citizen in prison. 


In any case Nebel thinks the White 


House program is "a splendid idea," 
particularly since its 2 to 4 p.m. slot 
will not steal the audience from his 
own early morning stint. As for the 
worry about crazies, Nebel says Jim- 
my Carter will just have to take his 
chances, and keep in mind that some 
of these crazies help reelect presi- 
dents.

Tippecanoe's scant talent carried him a long way 


Few men have gone so far on so 


little. He was William Henry'Harrison 
He had a long friendly face and wa- 
tery blue eyes. He combed his hair 
forward. Harrison had a ton of ambi- 
tion and a gram of talent. 


He was born in Charles City County, 


Virginia, on Feb. 9, 1773. Three years 
later, his father, Benjamin Harrison, 
signed the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. His son was to be granted 68 
years and 2 months to do something 
with his life. 


Part of it was given to a mediocre 


education. At 14, William Henry was 
sent to Hampden-Sidney College. He 
didn't like it. At 17, he decided to 
study medicine in Richmond. At 18 he 
(fuit school and joined the army to 
fight Indians. 


HE DIDN'T distinguish himself. 


William Henry Harrison said that his 
unquenchable ambition was to be a 
general. He left the army a lieuten- 
ant. At the age of 22, he was unem- 
ployed. 


So he married Anna Symmes. This 


was one of bis good, moves. It was not 
one of hers. His father asked Henry 
Clay to patronize the boy. When he 
was 27, William Henry'was appointed 
governor of the territory of Indiana. 


President John Adams ordered Har-

rison to do two incompatible things: 
(1) Be friendly with the Indians and 
give them justice; (2) get land from 
the Indians. The new governor forced 
the Indians to cede 2 million acres of 
land to the Great White Father. 


THIS ANGERED Tecumseh, chief 


of the Shawnee, and he declared' war 
on the whites. He camped in his lodg- 
es at Tippecanoe on the Wabash. Wil- 
liam Henry decided to be his own gen- 
eral. He attacked with 1,000 miHtia, 
lost 108, won the camp and went 
home. 


Tecumseh returned and retook it. 


Harrison wrote a report for .Washing- 
ton, making Tippecanoe sound like the 
Battle of Trafalgar. In his quarters, 
he plotted a war against all Indian 
tribes. 


He W3s stiH playing soldier when 


Washington ordered him to lead 
troops to the rescue of General Wil- 


liam Hull. The general was under 
siege by the British at Detroit. Al- 
though William Henry was in Indiana, 
presumably headed for Detroit on the 
double, he waited for some friends to 
make him a major general of the 
Kentucky militia before he moved. 


BY THE TIME Harri=on was ready, 


Hull had surrendered. Still he usurped 
command from General James Win- 
chester and led his force toward the 
British. The Great White Father be- 
gan to see that garrison not only did 
nothing well, he was a sort of menace. 


He was appointed a brigadier gener- 


al and ordered to find food and cloth- 
ing for his ^ittle'army. He disobeyed. 
Harrison led his men into battle. His 
tactic was to break his brigade into 
three wings, allowing the English to 
pick them off one at a time. 


When the War of 1812 was over, su- 


bordinate officers raised questions 
about Harrison's bravery. The army 
stopped the gossip by retiring the Vir- 
ginian 'as a major general. 


HE FARMED near Cincinnati, but 


found it dull. His statesman- friend, 
Henry Clay, got him into the Senate. 
In all matters political, Harrison beg- 
ged Clay for guidance. 


Clay decided to seduce hds prodigy 


out of the country. Harrison became 


American Minister to Colombia. One 
of the things he was told was not to 
take sides in a revolution. 


A revolution was going on. Harrison 


watched it carefully, and took sides 
against Simon Bolivar. Six months af- 
ter he left Washington, he was back, 
lucky to be alive. 


IN 1840, WILLIAM Henry Harrison 


decided to run for president. The 
Whigs had three choices: Daniel Web- 
ster, Henry Clay or HarrisHn. Daniel 
Webster withdrew. Thjs left Harrison 
pitted against bis mentor, Clay. 


Harrison knew that Clay was a gi- 


ant of a statesman. He told his friends 
he would have no compunction fight- 
ing him across the nation. The city 
political machines knew that Clay 
would not deal with them, so they 
threw their support to Harrison and 
bis running mate, John Tyler. 


They pictured William Henry as a 


war hero: "Tippecanoe and "Tyler 
Too." He was elected by pathetic 
voters. Harrison was sworn in as 
President of the United States on 
March 4th, 1841. In one month he died 
of pneumonia. 


It was one of the few things that 


Harrison did well. ..

Butera urges U.S. 
boycott of coffee 


Paul Butera, president of Butera Finer Foods Co., Thursday 


called for a nationwide, one-day-a-week coffee boycott. "I'm call- 
ing on all the people across the country, all the chains, all the 
housewives," Butera said. He estimates that a 15 per cent to 20 
per cent clecMne in coffee purchases will result from a successful 
nationwide boycott and that prices will start to drop in three 
months. Butera said he talked to Chicago consumer affairs spe- 
cialist Jane Byrne about his boycott proposal, and she supported 
the concept. Retail coffee prices probably will rise to $4 a pound 
before a boycott could cause price declines, he said. Butera has 
food stores in Wheeling, Rolling Meadows, Arlington Heights, Des 
Plaines and other Chicago area locations. 


Hills Bros, joins other price-hikers 


The nation's third largest coffee roaster Thursday boosted 


wholesale prices on ground coffee by 40 cents to $3.68 a pound in a 
move that brought its list price closely in line with the two biggest 
coffee wholesalers In the United States. Hills Bros. Coffee, Inc., a 
division of the Brazilian sugar conglomerate Copersucar, said its 
price move to $3.68 a pound was effective immediately. In San 
Francisco, a Hills Bros., spokesman said the company was "still 
taking a look'' at instant coffee prices, but no increases have been 
confirmed. In White Plains, N.Y., General Foods Corp., the No. l 
roaster, Wednesday raised prices on Maxwell House ground coffee 
by 40 cents to an all-time high of $3.71 a pound-and lifted prices on 
instant and freeze-dried brands by 10 to 18 cents an ounce. 


Workers' salaries up 1% in 1976 


The Labor Dept. reported Thursday that wages and salaries of 


Americans rose an average 7.2 per cent last year. Transportation 
workers, union members and those employed in the West enjoyed 
the biggest ains, while managers and workers hi the Northeast 
had the smallest. Union workers earned an average increase of 8 1 
per cent, compared to 6.8 per cent for non-union employes. The 
average increase was 8 per cent in the West, 6.6 per cent in the 
Northeast. 6.8 per cent in the South and 7.4 per cent in the north- 
central region. 


Off-shore oil controls supported 


A bill to make offshore oil and gas production safer, faster and 


more competitive got a boost Thursday from the Carter adminis- 
tration. Interior Sec. Cecil Andrus and Federal Energy Adminis- 
trator John O'Leary told a special House committee on the Outer 
Continental Shelf they back the legislation with only "minor" 
changes to add flexibility. The measure, bringing the Outer Conti- 
nental Shelf Lands Act of 1953 up to date, would let the interior 
secretary cancel leases threatening severe harm to the environ- 
ment. 


Coffee hikes planned: Rosenthal 


Those soaring prices for a cup of coffee are no accident, accord- 


Ing to a secret State Dept. document revealed by Rep. Benjamin 
Rosenthal. The New York Democrat, who chairs a House subcom- 
mittee investigating coffee prices, said the document proves State, 
Treasury ahd Commerce department officials knew the 1976 Inter- 
national Coffee Agreement would mean higher coffee prices for 
consumers. Rosenthal said the State Dept. permitted a subcom- 
mittee aide to see a classified analysis dated Feb. 4, 1976, eval- 
uating the agreement's economic impact, and it confirmed his 
view "the agreement is harmful to the Interests of the American 
consumer," In the last week, the three major U.S. coffee corpo- 
rations, — General Foods, Hills Bros, and Folgers — have raised 
their prices at least 40 cents. Prices for a pound of ground coffee 
now average about $3.70 per pound.

For William Behlis tall trees and 


cloudy days are minor hazards of his 
trade. 


Undaunted by chilly weather and 


overcast skies, Behlis, a self-taught 
solar energy consultant, will resche- 
dule a demonstration of his solar-pow- 
ered "concentrator" for a brighter 
day. Behlis says his homemade con- 
centrator, a contraption featuring re- 
flective materials to capture the sun's 
rays, will enable him to cook a hot 
dog in less than five minutes on a sun- 
ny winter day. 


Behlis, a Des Plaines resident, has 


more on his mind than backyard wie- 
ner roast:;, however. Armed with self- 
confidence, three years' informal 
study of solar power and the benefit 
of two college courses on the subject, 
he's ready to tackle bigger projects. 


BEHLIS IS WORKING out plans for 


one client in Park Ridge who plans to 
install a solar-heated addition to his 
house. Noting that some houses are 
unsuitable for solar energy systems, 
he's also come up with a home survey 
service to determine the costs, pros 
and cons for a particular site. 


"Location, the site, shading and the 


amount of insulation In a home can 
make a difference," Behlis said. "Ac- 
cording to th'e location, a solar system 
might be more expensive than it's 
worth In other locations, the payback 
period might be seven yesirs. After 
that period, they'd be getting free 
heat " Behlis' home survey costs $35. 


Asked whether he's installed a solar 


heating system at his house, 1910 
Pratt, Des Plaines, Behlis said he's 
"trying to figure out a way. The house 
has tres all over the yard." 


"But I got a real good deal on it," 


he said. 


Behlis believes that ir any Midwest 


homeowners have ignored the energy 
and money saving solar heating proj- 
ects because they fear the climate is 
wrong, or they're unacquainted with 
available systems. He's hoping that 
rising energy costs will fuel renewed , 
interest in this energy resource. 


"This isn't space-age technology," 


Behlis said of solar heating systems 
he recommends. "It's something any 
handyman can build." Behlis said so- 
lar heating installations cost roughly 
$2,000 to $15,000, depending on size 
and other conditions. 


A SOLAR HEATING SYSTEM is 


designed to supply a specific per- 
centage of a home's heat require- 
ments. Heat storage, for example, 
might be aimed at 50 per cent of the 
average January heat load for two 
"sunless" days. A south exposure, 
proper inclination of the solar collec- 
tors and a location unobstructed by 
trees or tall buildings will improve a 
homeowner's potential energy sav- 
ings, Behlis said. 


Behlis explained that a solar energy 


heating system typically includes a 
solar collector — a flat plate to collect 
and diffuse energy radiated by the 
sun. The collector is installed on the 
roof of a house or another suitable lo- 
cation. Either air or a liquid is heated 
by the energy gathered by the collec- 
tor, then circulated by pumps or 
blowers through ducts. Energy storage 
is provided in a tank filled with water 


Tax refund checks 
averaging $532 


The average 1976 federal' income 


tax refund check is $532 — $47 higher 
than last year's check, the Internal 
Revenue Service reports. 


Charles Miriani, IRS director for 


Northern Illinois, said the average fig- 
ure is based in a survey of 694,539 
returns filed by Chicago area resi- 
dents. Miriani said refund checks 
should be received four to six weeks 
after a return is filed, provided there 
are no errors. 


"We are finding that •some tax- 


payer are not properly computing the 
standard deduction on 1040A forms, 
which causes a delay of up to two 
weeks in their refund check," Miriani 
said. He said some 159,000 refund 
checks totaling more than $84 million 
have been sent to Chicago area resi- 
dents.

Behlis said system designs vary

tem," Behlis said of his home solar 
heating plans. He noted that it's eas- 
ier to beat the high cost of fuel when 
adequate insulation is installed in a 
house. 


Behlis contends he's short on aca- 


demic background. "But it seems like 
I've always been interested in solar 
energy," he said. "It started when I 
was in grammar school, and I did a 
project on solar energy. 


"I'm working on a new solar oven 


design now," Behlis said. "It's basi- 
cally an insulated box,1 with a slanted 
top and reflectors around it to reflect 
radiation into the box. In the summer, 
the temperature inside will reach 350 
degrees" An improved concentrator 
design and the development of a solar 
power water heater are next on his 
list of planned inventions.

"My eyes always have told me more than my 


ears," Gertrude Stein once said. "It is quite natural 
that some hear more pleasantly with the eyes than 
with the ears." 


For the deaf these words have a special .meaning. 


It is only with their eyes that they do hear. And for 
the National Theare of the Deaf (NTD), Gertrude 
Stem's writing provides an ideal vehicle for their 
unusual form of visual communication. 


A company of 11 deaf and- three hearing actors and 


actresses, NTD is currently on a national tour with 
a program featuring the opera "Four Saints in Three 
Acts," with words by Miss' Stein and music by Virgil 
Thomson. 


At a recent performance at Harper College in Pal- 


atine, the NTD used its blend of sign language, 
mime, dance and song to present Miss Stein's non- 
sensical opera to an audience of both deaf and hear- 
ing people. 
'

The result was a vivid performance, baffling if one 


tries to interpret a meaning or discover a plot, but 
lovely if it is viewed as an abstract painting filled 
with fluid figures. 


THE PERFORMANCE of "Four Saints" is the; 


first time the TD has undertaken an opera in its 
10-year history. Founded in 1967, NTD aimed primar- 
ily to establish a professional company of deaf per- 
formers who created a theater form based on visual 
language. 


Based at the Eugene O'Neill Memorial Theater 


Center in Waterford, Conn., the NTD is supported by 
the Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
Office of Education. An offspring of NTD is the Little 
Tyheatre of the Deaf, performing a repertoire de- 
signed for children. Members of the troupe also have 
appeared on "Sesame Street" and other television 
programs. 


The NTD has been described as "a ballet of dar- 


ting figures, a symphony of fluid motion." It is act- 
ing which relies totally on the eyes, using "sign 
mime" to transmit a visual message. 


"Sign language was created for deaf people to 


communicate, but we're going farther," said deaf 
actor .Bernard Bragg. "Sign mime is an expression 


. raised ope level above our everyday sign, language 


and conversation. We transform our signs into an art

A constantly smiling, red-haired man,. Bragg 


talked about a slogan he heard at a recent, confer- 
ence of the National Endowment of the Arts: "in the 
arts there is no handicap." 


"I'm, not too sure about that," Bragg said. "It's 


probably true for the blind or people in wheelchairs, 
but it's not true of the deaf." Others can transcend 
their handicaps, Bragg believes, but deaf actors do 
not ignore their inability to hear in their performing. 


"We don't hide our sign language.. We don't hide 


our deafness," said Bragg. "We show ourselves as 


we are. We talk with our hands, so we do that on 
stage." 


.Patrick Graybill, another deaf actor in th« com- 
pany, uses his hands to say, "NTD has brought sign 
language out of the dark." 


"FOR MANY YEARS people felt the English lan- 


guage was superior to sign," Graybill said, with Blu- 
menfeld interpreting. But the popularity of the NTD 
and its use- of signing has prompted the creation of 
more and more sign language classes around the 
country, he added. 


Both Bragg and Graybill were born deaf. They've 


never, had a problem using sign language. "I was 
born into a deaf family so I was lucky, learning sign 
language as soon as you leam to speak," said Bragg. 
Graybill said his parents could hear, but they never 
forced him or his four deaf brothers and sisters to 
speak. 


The NTD actors see their primary purpose as en- 


tertainment, but they also bring a social message to 
their shows. 


"WE ARE ALL PRIESTS and teachers and social 


workers, but first actors," said Graybill, who studied 
to be the first deaf Catholic priest in America before 
joining .the NTD. 


The 37-year-old bearded actor said that "drama 


was in my blood all my life" and he gave up his 
commitment to become a priest to join NTD's train- 
ing school, which he now directs in Waterford. 


But Graybill said he did not "leave" the church to 


join the theater group. "NTD has something special 
for me since we travel all over and meet people. I 
feel like a traveling priest and teacher," he said. 


One role the NTD plays is in educating hearing 


people about the deaf and in establishing pride 
among deaf people. ' 


"You 
can very well imagine'how a deaf person 


feels watching hearing people laugh and cry together 
with them," said Bragg. "They share a common 
feeling, share applause after the show. There is a 
feeling of being one people." 


Blumenfeld, who deftly interpreted our conversa- 


tion, and two 'other hearing actors make the show 
enjoyable for those who do not understand sign lan- 
guage. While hea.ring people can understand the vis- • 
ua} images pf mime and-dance, the signs are trans- 
lated for them in simultaneous narration and song 
by, the hearing performers.

they expected — charm personified. 


If you've noticed more celebrities endorsing products on tele- 


vision, you're right. They are. 


"The star concept has changed," said Montalban, who explained 


how Hollywood once tried to hide actors from the public, to make 
sur^ they weren't overly exposed for fear they'd fall from their 
lofty pedestals. 


But with television bringing actors into the home every day, 


"they become friends — the guy next door," said Montalban, who 
has set a precedent all his own in the commercial category! He's a 
native Mexican plugging an American-made car. 


"Coffee, wine, cologne. That would be all right. But anybody 


with a foreign accent wouldn't have been accepted to sell an 
American-made product such as an automobile," continued Mon- 
talban, 


YET, 
BECAUSE OF the Spanish name, Cordoba, Chrysler de- 


cided to take a chance. 


"It Isn't that I did it well - oh, I did it well, but it's the 


background music, the setting. It's a soft-sell quality thine that 
really took off." 


Born in Mexico City, Montalban moved to Los Angeles in his 


teens with an older brother. Except for the short time he lived in 
New York and studied, Hollywood has always been his home, 
acting his only vocation. 


Yet, while his diction-perfect foreign accent and Latin good looks 


attract attention on the stage and screen, his heredity also serves 
as a hindrance one wouldn't expect until after talking with the 
actor. 


"In America the best roles are for Americana. They don't have 


roles available for foreigners," said Montalban, referring to the 
meatier, more demanding parts. 


"I have to scrounge, around. Once in a while they'll change a 


name for me," he added. 


So despite his numerous television guest shots and motion pic- 


ture roles, he looks back to his starring title role in George Ber- 
nard Shaw's "Den Juan in Hell" as the most "exhilarating experi- 
ence" of Ms acting career. 


HE PLAYED DON Juan twice, the last time in 1957 opposite 


Agnes Moorehead. They toured together for six months. "It was a 
demanding part — full and marvelous," said Montalban. 


"I used to go back once in a while to Mexico and do a film. But 


I'm established here now (Hollywood). There are 29,000 of us (ac- 
tors) ,and only five per cent are making a living. I don't mean 
getting rich — some are — but just working. I have to remain 
active because I never know when that one role will come up that 
might open up everything. If I were absent, I'd miss my opportuni- 
ty." 


It could be right around the corner. ABC in January aired a 


made-for-TV movie, "Fantasy Island," which starred Montalban 
as the host at a special island resort where, for a healthy sum of 
money, people could come and act out their fantasies. Now, the 
network is considering turning the movie into a series. 


"Nothing like the ratings for 'Roots,' but for .a show of its kind, • 


it got exceptionally good ratings," said Montalban. "It's very 
imaginative — keeps you guessing all the time. I would like it very 
much." 


NOT ONLY WOULD it provide economic stability so Montalban 


could explore other more stimulating but less lucrative acting 
ventures; it would mean spending more time off the road and at 
home with his wife, Georgians, (Loretta Young's younger sister), 
whom Montalban says, "I've been married to all my life."

Woodward said he began his film

"Beside* I'm at a very safe 


age. Guys don't resent me. I'm 
not a threat to young men," he 
said, pausing to ponder before he 
added, "Women . . . think of me 
as being mellow. I'm friendly and 
they feel they can easily approach 
me. 


"But what does please me," he 


continued, "is having people ap- 
prove of my work — not for my 
ego — I'm past that, but it's nice 
knowing you're doing something 
right." 


MANNERS ARE NOT restricted 


to certain cultures, but Montalban 
believes established social behav- 
ior and politeness are universally 
on a 'downsllde. 


"You can tell by the guests on 


the talk shows. Just look at the 
way some of them sit — and 
mumble. 'Yon know, you know.' It 
drives me crazy. It's a lack of 
command of the language. Some- 
one says, 'You know' and I'll say 
- 'No, I don't know, tell me.' " 


Everybody is concerned with 


hypocrisy today, especially in the 
government, and rightly so, ac- 
cording to Montalban. 


"Unfortunately, good manners 


have been equated with a lack of 
sincerity. This is my observation. 
I don't know if it's correct, but it's 
the impression I have," he contin- 
ued, 


"The other day I opened the 


door for a woman and she said, 
'I'm perfectly capable of opening 
that door for myself.' " 


MONTALBAN IS a man of prin- 


ciples. He and Georgiana married 


very young. "We were both kids," 
he said. "Something about her 
caught my eye." 


He courted her continually for 


weeks and then they traveled 
south of the border and were mar- 
ried. 


"It took a long time for us to 


get to know each other. But I 
made a commitment — another 
thing you don't find today — 
and I take my integrity very se- 
riously, I gave my word of honor. 
It's got to work and it does — if 
you are committed," said Montal- 
ban. 


"Marriage is the most difficult 


vocation in the world and it's also 
the most rewarding, but only in 
direct ratio to what you put into 
it." 


The Montalbans have four chil- 


dren, but Montalban slides over 
their ages. 


"I promised my wife. It's our 


biggest argument. She says ages 
are no one's business. People only 
add on to the truth anyhow," he 
laughed. 


But the eldest daughter, once a 


model for Bill Blass, is now de- 
signing for him; a son is studying 
to become an anesthesiologist and 
another daughter and son are both 
married and residing in Califor- 
nia. 


FOR THE FIRST time in a long 


time, it's just Montalban and his 
wife. "The privacy is wonderful. I 
didn't know it would be, but it's 
really delightful," said the actor, 
who regularly plays tennis despite 
an accident occurring over 20 
years ago that partially paralyzed 
his left leg. 


"Im in constant pain, but I've 


learned to live with it." 


Tennis partners include Johnny 


Carson and jockey Willie Shoe- 
maker, whom Montalban cadis "a 
real gentleman on the court." 


"To improve your game you 


have to remember that your oppo- 
nent is not your enemy, he's your 
friend. The enemy is the net. 


"My game is consistent without 


tax much power, but now I'm tak- 
ing lessons," continued Montal- 
ban. "Everything in life has to 
have form aid discipline."

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Ailey dancers sparkle 
but theme grows stale

The Alvin Ailey American Dance 


Theatre has been expressing Its black 
roots in dance for so many years that 
it seems to have become a formula. 


Each year the package becomes a 


little slicker. There is more show biz 
flash and a lot less dancing, Unfortu- 
nately, the pageantry and pizazz 
doesn't cover up the fact that the 
company just Isn't saying anything 
new. 


Alley's signature piece, "Revela- 


tions," was first presented in 1960. A 
mixture of gospel, blues and spiritu- 
als, the piece has strength and sub- 
stance. "Cry," a 1971 solo created for 
Judith Jamison, is still a moving trib- 
ute to black women. 


IN RECENT YEARS, however, Ai- 


ley seems to have spent most of his 
energy repackaging the old ballets. 
Each reworking seems to sap the vi- 
tality of his choreography. 


The troupe's current visit to the Au- 


ditorium Theatre is peppered with 
new works by modern choreogra- 
phers, but the message Is still the 
same. Tuesday's performance was 
based on the well-worn Ailey formula 
— a black roots number, a solo jive 
piece with social comment and, thank-' 
fully, one of the older Ailey ballets.

history — the Nile, Mississippi and 
Harlem. 


Choreographer 
Donald 
McKayle 


could use a good editor in this 50-min- 
ute number. Some of the vignettes are 
effective, but others are both corny 
and boring. 


The best sections are those set 


along the Nile. McKayle effectively 
weaves African rhythms into balletic 
movements, creating a complex and 
fluid pattern. 


THE NUMBER became increas- 


ingly slick as it moved through his- 
tory. High kicks and pelvic grinds be- 
come prominent in the Mississippi 
section, and the Harlem dancers look- 
ed outright silly in cut-offs and gym 
shoes. 


"Coverage," a solo by Clive Thomp- 


son, was both contemporary and ob- 
scure. It apparently was designed to 
have a scathing social comment, but 
it was difficult to figure out what tht 
comment was. 


Thompson spent much of his time 


putting red tape on the floor. Then he 
took off his construction worker's out- 
fit, fantasized about boxing, jogging, 
kung fu and ballet, and put his clothes 
on again. The number ended with 
Thompson placing his hard hat over 
his genitals while Kate Smith sang 
"God Bless America." 


THE MOST EFFECTIVE number 


was one of Alley's 1972 efforts, "The 
Lark Ascending." A smooth lyrical 
piece, the ballet shows the Ailey danc- 
ers can move with grace and poise. 


And that, after all, is the basis of all 


dance.

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Rights denied., gays 
lead a double life 


by NANCY GOTLER 


Three state representatives want to 


add two words to existing civil rights 
laws that would change the lives of 
hundreds of thousands of Illinois resi- 
dents. 


The words: sexual orientation. The 


residents: 
homosexuals, 
many of 


whom have lost jobs, been denied 
housing and live in fear of being 
"found out" because they have no le- 
gal protection. 


"Historically we've talked about 


civil rights for nonwhite persons. 
We're just trying to enlarge that con- 
cept," said Robert Mann, D-Chicago, 
one of the three sponsors of a bill that 
will be Introduced In the General As- 
sembly this session. 


Homosexuals in the Northwest sub- 


urbs — estimated by various sources 
at from 5,000 to 50,000 — agree that 
their rights have been denied. But 
many are not optimistic that laws 
protecting them will be passed soon at 
any legislative level. 


A SIMILAR ordinance is being pro- 


posed by Chicago Aid. Cliff Kelly. It 
would add the words "sexual ori- 
entation" to city codes already pro- 
hibiting discrimination In employ- 
ment, housing or public accom- 
modation because of race, religion or 
sex. 


Robert, a 43-year-old Hoffman Es- 


tates accountant, predicts change will 
be slow. 


"I don't think society Is ready to 


accept gays," he said. "I can't force 
society to accept me through legisla- 
tion, although I wish I'could. You 
can't change things overnight. In fact, 
1 would rather have slow change that 
is solid." 


Because they are not protected 


against housing or employment de- 
nials, most Northwest suburban gays 
are forced to lead double lives — pre- 
tending one lifestyle at work and with 
families and living another with ho- 
mosexual friends. 


"AT TIMES I WISH I could just 


come out and tell people," Robert 
said. "When I do, It feels like a re- 
lease of tension," 


Yet his family and even some of his 


closest friends don't know. Even at 
parties, Robert said, he doesn't feel 
safe. 


"Most of my gay friends don't know 


exactly what I do for a living because 
I don't want it to get back t>> my 
boss," he said. "And I don't always 
tell everyone at a gay bar or party 
my real name, especially the first 


time I meet them. I'm not paranoid 
about it, just being prudent." 


Others, like Craig, a 26-year-old Ar- 


lington Heights businessman, are 
more impatient, but not any more op- 
timistic. 


"I THINK CHANGES in attitudes 


will come more quickly than changes 
in laws," he said. "And attitudes 
haven't changed yet." 


Craig's parents know about his gay- 


ness and have accepted it. But he 
fears he would lose respect at work if 
his employes found out he is homose- 
xual, 


"We don't have a gay bar or restau- 


rant out here because the community 
would be in an uproar about it," he 
said. "Unfortunately, for all their col- 
lege degrees and everything, people 
here in the suburbs are not that liber- 
al."A r e a homosexuals unanimously 
agree that legislation, and a change in 
attitudes are desperately needed. 


FINANCIAL PRESSURES, how- 


ever, are what force many Northwest 
suburban gays, like Craig, to keep one 
foot in the "closet." But when the 
pressure is relieved many, like Dono- 
van Ash of Des Plaines, are able to be 
completely open. 


"I don't care who knows I'm gay 


now," he said. "I used to care be- 
cause I didn't want to cause any has- 
sles with the neighbors. And I'd 
worked for antigay bosses and acted 
very straight on the job because I was 
afraid I'd be fired if they knew." 


Ash is now general manager of Gay 


Chicago, a publication for the homose- 
xual community, and no longer wor- 
ries about losing his job. 


Other area gays aren't as burdened 


by their sexuality and, although they 
don't tell everyone about themselves, 
feel free. 


JOHN, 36, AND his roommate have 


lived together for four years and say 
they are totally accepted by their 
Schaumburg neighbors. 


"As far as I'm concerned there's no 


prejudice," he said. "I'm sure people 
out here aren't so naive that they 
don't know about us because both our

Northwest suburban gays are edu- 
cated professionals who own homes 
and have high incomes. 


"1 KNOW A gay doctor and lawyer 


who have lived together for 16 years 
o>«t here, two girls who are steward- 
esses and have lived together for 21 
years and even a gay company presi- 
dent," he said. 


"When you own an $80,000 home or 


rent a $400 a month townhouse like I 
do, you are easier to accept because 
you don't fit the stereotype. That 
helps the level of acceptance," John 
said. 


Acceptance doesn't come as easily 


to gay women, however. Kathy, a 
young Chicago homosexual involved 
in the gay rights movement, said, 
"My gay women friends who live in 
the suburbs generally tend to feel less

The doctor says 


Public confused 
about cholesterol 


My husband had a check-up recently and they found his choieg- 


terd and triglycerides were too high. The doctor advised him to go 
on • low-fat, low-cholesterol diet and lose weight. 


I know this Is Important because so many men have heart at- 


tack* even at a fairly young age. I want to help all I can, but I 
don't know which foods contain cholesterol. Also, what Is the dif- 
ference between trlglycerides and cholesterol? Do you hnve any 
material you can send me that will give me a better Idea of this 
problem while I can slllJ do something about it? 


Judging from my mail most of the public is confused about the 


difference between cholesterol and fat. 


Triglycerides and fat are the same thing. If your husband's 


triglyceride level was too high, that means he had too much fat in 
his blood. The cholesterol is a large molecule of alcohol, a waxy 
substance, yellowish in color. It is carried in the bloodstream with 
the fat. It is found in aramal foods, including egg yolks, but not in 
plants, and it is also manufactured by your liver. 


Cholesterol can be manufactured from any excess food you eat, 


including carbohydrates and proteins. I am sending you two issues 
of The Health Letter that you need to cope with this problem, 
number 1-2, Diet, Preventing Atherosclerosis. This is a national 
problem and atherosclerosis, causing heart attacks and strokes, is 
responsible for half of all deaths. Others who want this informa- 
tion to try to prevent these problems can send 50 cents for either 
issue with a long, stamped, self-addressed envelope for mailing. 


I doubt that your diet program will help your husband unless he 


controls his weight and that means eliminating any fat he might 
have around his waist or elsewhere. The way to tell if he is slim 
enough is to see how much fat he has under the skin, not what he 
weighs on the scales. If he follows the basic diet principles in The 
Health Letter and eliminates obesity, he will probably have a 
significant lowering of both his triglycerides and cholesterol. 


HE IS PROBABLY overweight, a rather common condition in 


our society, as that is usually the case in people who have both an 
elevation of cholesterol and fats. These people usually improve 
with weight reduction. 


Egg yolks are a major source of cholesterol. Fish, chicken and 


red meats all contain about 70 milligrams per 100 grams (three- 
and-a-half ounces). Butterfat also contains considerable cholester- 
ol as do organ meats The InterSociety Commission for Heart 
Disease Resources recommends that the daily intake should be 
limited to no more than 300 milligrams. By limiting egg yolk 
consumption, avoiding organ meats, especially brains and liver, 
and butterfat you can have a very adequate diet that does not 
exceed the limit of 300 milligrams of cholesterol a day. 


These and other concepts are explained in the two Issues of The 


Health Letter that I am sending you.

Dear Dorothy: Baked potatoes exploding — any suggestions? 


I've tried the method of cutting a slice from each end, but it still 
happens with me. — D. Miller 


Probably what you ought to do in addition is poke a fork into the 


cut ends. I've sliced the ends for all the years I've been cooking 
and never had an explosion. My luck may come from the fact I 
also cut out blemishes on potatoes. Doris Erickson, the Cornell 
home economist, uses a two-tined heavy roasting fork to poke 
holes In each end. Some let potatoes bake for half the scheduled 
time, then pull them out, poke with a fork and shove them back in. 
I've heard of making a cross on top with a knife, about half an 
inch deep, wrapping the potatoes in foil and opening the foil the 
last 10 or 15 minutes. 


Dear Dorothy: I couldn't get rid of a dark water mark around 


the drain In the bathtub. A friend suggested rubbing the stain with 
foil wrapped around a firm object. It worked. Do you know why? 
— Anne Hooton 


No. It makes no sense to me, but learned long ago that home 


remedies defy explanation, but are worth trying. 


Dear Dorothy: Took a toggle bolt from a dry wall ceiling which 


had been used for a lamp. Now we're stumped on how to fill up 
the hole. Can you help? — Jerry Reiss 


If the hole Isn't too deep, pack the hole with spackling com- 


pound, let it dry and then sand smooth.

"I told them so they would know 


that I was not interested in going to 
bed with them and so that in case 
they got sick and came to my room in 
the middle of,the night they couldn't 
be shocked if I was sleeping with an- 
other, man," Howbaker said.

High hopes for President's phone-in 


CBS officials say that if the "Ask President Carter" 


radio phone-in program Saturday conies off right, it 
will sound tike an "old-fashioned town meeting." 


It'll be a nice wholesome attempt to bring big 


government to the people between 1 and 3 p.m. on 
CBS Radio, WBBM in Chicago. President Carter 
will talk to people from the White House Oval Office 
via a live, nationwide telephone hook-up with veteran 
newsman Walter Cronkite acting as the moderator. 


The phone-in was the idea of Richard Salant, presi- 


dent of CBS news. Carter was quickly receptive 
and sees the show as an effort to maintain a close- 
ness with the American people. 


The President has already demonstrated a keen 


understanding of how the media can work for him in 
his fireside chat and press conferences. In addition 
to that, NBC-TV has asked the President and his 
daughter, Amy, to do a question and answer pro- 
gram on American history for Saturday mornings, a 
proposition which Carter's staff is still mulling over. 


Although "Ask President Carter" is expected to be 


somewhat controlled in content and not particularly 
enlightening, it will be an interesting exercise. 


TELEVISION will be getting into the act some- 


what. In addition to the political commentaries that 
weekend news broadcasts will be filled with, WTTW- 
TV, Channel 11, plans to do a special program on the 
Carter phone-in Saturday at 4 p.m. 


There's a question of whether people will care 


enough to try calling in their questions to tbe Presi- 
dent, whether Carter will attempt to answer them 
squarely and just how much of the communication 
will be strained by the media. 


It's smart politics for the President, a blessing in 


disguise for CBS and the American public will make 
of It what they will. But, the phone-in has to be 
somewhat refreshing an idea, whatever its outcome.

last year, is biting the dust. 


Since September, ABC-TV, has of- 


fered "Rich Man, Poor Man: Book 
Two," a sophisticated soap opera that 
is a continuation of the original Irwm 
Shaw novel, which kept a captive au- 
dience for eight consecutive weeks 
early last year. The sequel has boast- 
ed fair ratings, striving to maintain 
its faithful following with large doses 
of political intrigue and romantic af- 
fairs. 


But, at 8 p.m. Tuesday Rudy Jor- 


dache and villain Falconetti are going 
to have a final showdown in Las 
Vegas and rumor has it that one of 
them is going to lose in a big way, It 
will be the concluding episode for the 
series in what has proved a very suc- 
cessful television experiment. 


ABC BRASS EXPLAIN simply that 


is where the .second book ends and 
that the show is not being taken off 
the air because of poor ratings. In 
fact, there is speculation that a "Rich 
Man, Poor Man: Book Three" is pos- 
sible if Peter Strauss, who plays the 


leading role' as Rudy Jordache, is in- 
terested in going another season. 


There are strictly political reasons 


why "Rich Man, Poor Man: Book 
Two" will be ending and several other 
prime time programs will disappear 
temporarily the next four or five 
weeks. 


The old shows on ABC, Channel 7, 


will be giving way to a trial run of 
new shows this month that will give 
viewers the taste of something a little 
different and that will give prospec- 
tive advertisers a glimpse at what is 
meant to be appealing and diversified 
programming. 


THE NETWORK will have time to 


try a few episodes of its new series on 
viewers and advertisers with the 
chance to kill what does not work ?nd 
to continue what is popular in a 
month's tune. The approach is less 
painful and wiser financially than 
gambling with a new program and a 
full season. 


What viewers will be seeing the 


next month or so on ABC-TV goes 
something like this: 


The premiere episodes of three new 


shows will be aired March 15. "Eight 


is Enough," a comedy-drama about a 
big family, will be shown at 7:9) p.m. 
"Three's Company," a comedy about 
two girls and a boy who room togeth- 
er, will air at 8-30 p.m. "Westside 
Medical," a drama about doctors and 
the crises they face, will be seen at 9 
p.m. 


"THE BRADY BUNCH Variety 


Hour" will be shown from 7 to 8 p.m. 
on Mondays beginning March 21 for 
six weeks. "Eight is Enough" will ap- 
pear regularly from 8 to 9 p.m. Tues- 
days beginning March 22 (It will J&re- 
empt "Rich Man, Poor Man"). 


"Three's Company" will air fronn 8 


to 9 p m on Thursday for five weeks 
beginning March 24, a trial run that 
will displace temporarily the "Tony 
Randall Show," and "Westside Medi- 
cal" will be shown from 9 to 10 p.m. 
Thursdays for four weeks beginning 
March 24, also a trial run preempting 
"The Streets of San Francisco." 


On top of all this, ABC also will pre- 


mier a new hour-long comedy series 
"The Feather and Father Gang" at 9 
p m. Monday. Aside from scheduled 
specials, all other programming on 
ABC should be the same.

The first "Eleanor and Franklin"

Years" is a "We story" and is 
slanted from Eleanor's perspective, 
Ms. Alexander said. The viewer wit- 
nesses her struggle to come out on 
her own, which she doesn't do until 
after her husband's death; the crisis 
of unemployment and war; FDR's af- 
fairs and his conflict with the Su- 
preme Court. 


THERE ARE FLASHBACKS and 


actual newsreel film incorporated into 
the fabric of the latest "Eleanor and 
Franklin" which also will be sequeled 
by "The Years Alone," the third and 
final part of the Eleanor Roosevelt 
story in the year's after her husband's 
death. 


Ms. Alexander said she will not por- 


tray Mrs. Roosevelt a third time be- 
cause she feels an older actress could 
better handle the aging that is an 
enormously vital part of the final

"But, the role is 
such a challenge, and I have such 
great respect for what Mrs. Roosevelt 
stood for, I could not refuse."

father to an Arctic fox or a forest 
wallaby. The two-toed sloth runs $125, 
a snow leopard $400, a bactrian camel 
$700 and a Bengal tiger $1,000.

. ger needs a mix of 3,900 pounds of 
meat and internal organs, including 
horse heart plus 160 pounds of heavy 
bone.

and singing like she used to. 


"YOU KNOW, I felt really strange 


about it. thinking it was 20 years ago 
when I was tap dancing my way into 
Walt Disney's heart with the rest of 
the Mouseketeers. It's hard to believe 
I was small as these new kids are," 
she said. 


Darlene and other former Mouseke- 


teers like the New Mouse Club and 
find it properly improvised for the 
times.

shows, new generations of children 
were contantly being introduced to 
"Spin and Marty," to Anything Can 
Happen Day, to the head Mouseketeer 
Jimmy Dodd's "Doddisms" and to 
the sweet tune of "M-I-C-K-E-Y 
M-0-U-S-E." 


THE OLD MOUSEKETEERS be- 


came timeless, and it seemed for ttie 
more than 20 years that have passed, 
remained children on films. 


But, no. They all grew up. Cubby 


O'Brien is the drummer for The Car- 


penters; Bobby Burgess is dancing on 
the "Lawrence Welk Show," Cheryl 
Holdridge inherited the late Lance 
Reventlow's Woolworth fortune and is 
married for the second time, and Ka- 
ren Pendelton works for Prudential 
Insurance. 


There were, however, a few unusual 


tales among the old Mouseketeers. 
Lonnie Burr, a playwright, and some- 
times actor, tried committing suicide.

Mouseketeers have gone can be found

OAKLAND OWNER Charlie Fin- 
Ity, who always has something to 
say, was not at a loss for words 
after Bowie Kuhn's decision to ap- 
prove his sale of Paul Lindblad. 
Pinley's response appears in Sect. 
4, Page 2. 


NEW YORK — Bowie Kuhn gave 


relief pitcher Paul Lindblad the green 
light to move on to the Texas Rangers 
Thursday, bearing out Charlie Fin- 
ley's prediction he would, but patently 
warned the Oakland owner he would 
disapprove any of his future sales if 
he felt they were not in the best inter- 
ests of baseball. 


The baseball commissioner still 


voiced deep skepticism of Finley's in- 
tentions as he approved Lindbiad's 
$400,000 sale to the Rangers. However, 
he made it clear that by holding up 
the transaction for nearly two weeks 
he was serving notice to the A's' own- 
er as well as all other clubs that he 
might disapprove any tuch future 
sales. 


Kuhn canceled Finley's $3.5 million 


sale of Joe Rudi and Rollie Fingers to 
Boston and Vida Blue to the New 
York Yankees. This led to Finley's 
multi-million dollar lawsuit against 
the commissioner. , 


IN A FIVE-PAGE statement, Kuhn 


said, "I am far from convinced that 
there is not a plan to substantially liq-

uidate the assets of the Oakland club. 
Significantly, Mr. Finley failed to 
deny the very troublesome evidence 
that be has engaged in negotiations in 
1976 and 1977 for cash sales of the 
contracts of some of his club's finest 
players.

on the basis of the evidence developed 
. . . that the sale of Lindbiad's con- 
tract to Texas should not be dis- 
approved by the Commissioner under 
the Major League Agreement and 
Rules. 


Teams will replay 2nd half 
St. Michael gains new life

A circuit court judge Thursday or- 


dered a replay of the second half of 
the disputed St. Michael-Walther Lu- 
theran high school basketball game to 
determine which team wilt advance to 
the stalled Somonauk Class A section- 
al tournament. 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge Jo- 


seph Wosik said the game will be 
played Friday on a neutral court. 


His decision came after a one-hour, 


35-mlnute conference In his chambers 
with attorneys for St. Michael and the 
Illinois High School Association 
(IHSA) executive secretary Harry 
Fitzhugh and the coaches of both 
schools. 


THE IHSA agreed to the decision 


and will supervise play of the game. 


Woslk's orders specified the game 


should be played on a neutral court 
with no audience other than IHSA offi- 
ciate and wtth new officials and a new 
scorekeeper. 


The score at the start of play will 


be 36-32 in favor of Walther Lutheran, 
the score by which Lutheran led at 
halftime in the disputed game in the 
finals of the Timothy Christian Class 
A regional tournament last Friday. 


Fitzhugh said the IHSA had not im- 


mediately selected a site, the starting 
time or the officials for the game. 


"We'll have to work that out," he 


said. 


WOSIK EMPHASIZED 'that "this 


decision in no way sets a precedent 
and no determination relative to the 
rules." 


He said that Fitzhugh and the IHSA 


had consented to his decision in spite 
of the rules. 


The dispute over victory in the 


game began Monday after St. Michael 
contended that Walther Lutheran won 
by a 67-66 score only because it was 
credited with two illegal' points. 


Fitzhugh on Monday said the "run- 


ning score" of the game Which 
showed a 67-66 margin for Walther 
should stand, and St. Michael, rated 


the No. 1 Class A school in the state, 
asked Tuesday for a restraining order 
to prevent WaHher Lutheran from 
playing Amboy Tuesday night in a 
sectional game of the state tourna- 
ment. 


WOSIK GRANTED the restraining 


order and Wednesday a hearing offi- 
cer for the IHSA, Don Trimble, inde- 
pendently heard testimony on the'-case 
and ruled that the "progressive 
score" should stand. Trimble admit- 
ted that it was likely there was an 
error in the score. 


Thursday, St. Michael requested a 


full hearing by the IHSA board of di- 
rectors on its protest, including testi- 
mony from the game officials, scorer 
and timer. Attorneys for the IHSA ob- 
jected, before Wosik called the par- 
ticipants into chambers to work out 
the'compromise. 


Fitzhugh said plans on when die 


winner of the St. Michael-Walther Lu- 
theran replay would be played Satur- 
day and the sectional finals played on 
Monday. 


"Accordingly, I am today approving 


the assignment of Mr. Lindbiad's con- 
tract and he is free to join the Texas 
club immediately." 


Even in approving Lindbiad's sale 


to the Rangers, Kuhn emphasized that 
the action he took before okaying it 
would serve as notice to the Oakland 
club and every other major league 
club that: 


"1. I AM seriously concerned that 


there may be a plan, developing or 
developed, to substantially liquidate 
the established talent of the Oakland 
club: 


"2. I intend to scrutinize with great 


care any player assignments of the 
Oakland club which involve substan- 
tial payments of cash to the Oakland 
club: 


"3. I will not hesitate to disapprove 


such assignments if I find they are 
not in the best interests of baseball 
and to take such other action either 
remedial or punitive as the circum- 
stances may warrant." 


KUHN CITED several reasons for 


approving the sale. He pointed to 
"sworn testimony by Mr. Finley den- 
ying that he has any such plan or pur- 
pose (to liquidate the Oakland club's 
assets), recent sigmngs by the Oak- 
land club of players on its roster so 
that it now has almost twenty under 
contract (under the major league av- 
erage), a recent offer by the Oakland 
club to trade a front-line player in re- 
turn for established major league tal- 
ent and persuasive testimony that the 
Oakland club did not initiate the idea 
of selling Lindbiad's contract to the 
Texas club but rather that the Texas 
club has sought Lindblad for several 
years." 


Kuhn also pointed out that Lindblad, 


"while an established and respected 
major league rebef pitcher, will be 36 
years old this August. He is hardly in 
the prime ,of his career and cannot be 
classified, as a star player." 


FINLEY AND Kuhn met in Texas 


Wednesday to hear the Oakland own- 
er's explanation of Lindbiad's sale 
and the flamboyant Finley predicted 
that the commissioner would approve 
the sale. 


"I've said before that Mr. Kuhn is 


off his rocker," said Finley, "and I 
say it again. I've said before that he 
doesn't have the guts to call off this 
deal and I say it again."

Horses were high 


More than $80,000 in prize money won by 13 thoroughbred horses 


at Chicago area tracks must be redistributed because the horses 
were illegally medicated, the Illinois Racing Board said Thursday. 


William L. Masterson, board secretary, said the prize redistribu- 


tion is one of the largest in thoroughbred racing history. 


The richest race was a 1975 Arlington-Washington futurity at Ar- 


lington Park. Kyber King, a 2-year-old, placed second in the event 
but was found to be medicated with butzoldin, an analgesic prohib- 
ited in Illinois for 2-year-olds, 


The board's decision placed Khyber King last and moved third 


place finisher Rule the Ridge to second place, awarding it the 
$46,870 second place prize. 


The other horses affected by the ruling all ran their races in 1974 


at Sportsman's Park and Hawthorne. They were found to be medi- 
cated with apomorphlne, a morphine derivative which can act as a 
stimulant. The money involved, $33,332, will be awarded to the 
next runners-lip in the races. 


The ruling follows "two years of court battles by the horse own- 


ers. 


Masterson said horsemen and trainers involved will be asked to 


return their prize money to the "horseman's bookkeeper," who 
will handle the redistribution. No refunds or payments will be 
made to the public, he said. The decision "doesn't change the 
public payoff," he said.

ON THE FLOOR Sunday, among

land Wheelchair Sports, Inc. and the 
Northwest Special Recreation Assn.

Ask Andy 
Wind chill lets 
you know how 
cold it really is 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 


nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the. 
•Future to Jim Carraway. 14. of Library, 
Pa., for his question: 


HOW DO THEY FIGURE THE WIND 


CHILLFACTOR? 


We don't have to remind anyone how 


cold and severe our winter was this 
year. It is one that long will be remem- 
bered by everyone in the Middle West 
and East. Snow stacked up on the 
ground and tempr-atures skidded down- 
ward. They'll ni&A likely be talking 
about the winter of 77 into the next 
century. 


Those who live where it gets nippy 


know that temperature of the air is not 
always a reliable indicator of how cold 
a person will feel outdoors. Other weath- 
er elements, such as wind speed, 
humidity and sunshine, also exert an 
influence. 


Dr. Paul A. Siple, in experiments con- 


ducted at Little America in the Antarctic 
in 1941, came up with a definition to 
that elusive characteristic of weather 
known as "coldness." The term he came 
up with was "wind chill," and it was 
used to describe the relative discomfort 
resulting from combinations of wind 
and temperature. 


A wind chill index now is used to give 


a; report on this extra dimension of cold- 
ness. On the chart, called a wind chill 
equivalent temperature table, we dis- 
cover that a temperature outside of 20 
degrees Fahrenheit, together with a 
wind blowing 10 miles an hour, has a 
wind chill factor of 3 degrees Fahr- 
enheit. 


An outdoor temperature of zero 


degrees Fahrenheit combined with ,a 
wind of 35 miles per hour gives a wind 
chill 'factor reading of 52 degrees Fahr- 
enheit below zero. 


Dr. Siple was one of the leaders who 


went to Antarctica in November 1939 
with Rear Adm. Richard E. Byrd. The 
expedition had four airplanes, two Army 
tanks and a 55-foot long snow cruiser 
equipped with four pneumatic-tired 10- 
t'oot wheels. Dr. Siple was in charge of 
a base at the Bay.of Whales where he 
did scientific research. The expedition 
ended in the summer of 1941, when 
World War II was beginning. 


One of the coldest temperatures on 


record was charted in Siberia where the 
mercury dropped to an almost unbe- 
lievable 95 degrees Fahrenheit below 
zero. It has been even a bit colder 
than that in Antarctica. 


We don't have any indication if the 


wind was blowing in Siberia when the 
minus 95 degrees was recorded, but if 
it. were, the man recording the wind 
chill factor would almost'certainly have 
been holding a frozen pencil. 
: . . 


Andy sends a Student Globe to Tracy 


Leslie, 14, of Duluth, Minn., for her 
question: 


HOW DOES A BONE HEAL? 
Tracy's brother recently .broke a bone, 


the doctor set it, and it's now on the 
way toward bei.ng healed. Within days 
or even hours of an injury, a mesh- 
work begins to form from the clotted 
blood, lymph and other substances in 
the area of the fracture. This meshwork 
begins to stabilize the bone ends, and 
calcium soon is deposited to form what 
is-called a callus. 


No one knows exactly how this won- 


derful healing process works, but cal- 
cium continues to be deposited and be- 
come thicker — and soon the break is 
closed. 


General health, old age or other ill- 


ness'does not affect the healing process 
although children heal much more 
quickly than do adults.

'He forced 
me over the 
side bi boat'

"My dad pulled my hands off the 


wheel, stood me up and dragged me 
to the back of the boat." 


Michael Loughnane, 18, choked back 


tears Thursday as he unraveled the 
terrifying story of how he says his fa- 
ther tried to kill him. With tears roll- 
ing from his eyes, the 18-year-old Ar- 
lington Heights man told of the June 
29, 1975 incident in which he charges 
his father threw him off the side of a 
boat in Lake Michigan and left him 
for dead. 


The testimony came on the second 


day of the trial of James Loughnane, 
a former Arlington Heights resident 
and former Chicago policeman, who is 
charged with attempting to kill his 
son to collect $240,000 in insurance 
benefits. 


"AT 5 A.M. MY father woke me to 


go fishing on Lake Michigan," Mi- 
chael testified Thursday. "We loaded 
the van with supplies and drove to 
Jackson Park Harbor where our boat 
is moored," he said. For the next 
three hours they fished, but caught 
nothing and decided to,turn back. 


"My father drove the boat west for 


a few minutes and then asked me to 
drive," he said. "He kept telling me 
to keep my eye on the compass at all 
times and to stay in a westerly direc- 
tion." 


Loughnane went to the back of the 


boat and scanned the horizon with a 
pair of binoculars. 
• • 


"Suddenly I felt a sharp blow to the 


back of my head. I became scared 
and gripped the wheel very tightly. 


"HE DRAGGED me to the left rear 


of the boat and tried to push me over 
the side. I started grabbing on to the 
side of the boat. He was trying to 
push me over the side. 


"I gripped the railing. He finally 


picked up my legs and forced me 
over the side of the boat. I fell in a 
few feet away from the boat." 


As he floated in the water, Michael 


said his father "stared at me a mo- 
ment. I shouted at him, 'My God! 
What's the matter with you.' " 


Loughnane sped away in the boat 


and made ever 
widening circles

ower, such as Plaite, had to prove Ms 
wife had supported him before he 
could collect survivor benefits Wid- 
ows did not have to meet that require- 
ment. 


THE COURT RULING says such 


discrimination is unconstitutional 


The ruling also strikes down similar 


dependency provision for, old age 
benefits. The government Thursday 
said 299,000 husbands seeking old age 
benefits and 220,000 widowers wanting 
survivor benefits probably would get 
them.

son-in-law, said Thursday he plans to 
file an application with the Social Se- 
curity office to collect survivor bene- 
fits for his father-in-law.

Couple gets 99 years for tot's murder

ATHENS, Tenn, (UPI) - A jury 


took 43 minutes to convict Ronald and 
Wanda Maddux of second degree mur- 
der Thursday and the judge sentenced 
them to 99 years plus one day for the 
torture death of their 4-year-old 
daughter. 


The nine men and three women of 


the jury found the two defendants 
equally guilty in the slaying last Octo- 
ber of Melisha Morganna Gibson, 
Mrs. Maddux's child by a man now 
serving time for armed robbery. 


"Wanda Maddux and Ronald Mad- 


dux, you have both been convicted of 
second degree murder and I sentence 
you to 99 years and one day in the 
state penitentiary," Criminal Court 
Judge James Witt intoned. 


MADDUX, A PUDGY part-time 


carpenter with bulging eyes, stared 


straight ahead, his hands clasped in 
front of him, when the ]ury foreman 
read the verdict. His wife began cry- 
ing apd continued sobbing as the 
couple stood for the judge to pro- 
nounce sentence 


Prosecutors' demanded a life sen-• 


tence for Mrs. Maddux and "the 
greatest number of years" possible 
for Maddux, who they said beat his 
tiny stepdaughter with a sawed-off 
baseball bat, marched her through the 
house for hours and fed her hot sauce 
until she vomited. 


And they said Mrs. Maddux was 


equally guilty because she did not "so 
much as put a Band-Aid" on Me- 
lisha's Moody and battered body. 


Maddux and his wife blamed each 


other for the cruelty and abuse. Attor- 


neys for both announced immediately 
they would appeal, and Witt set May 7 
to hear defense motions for a new 
trial. 


District Atty Gen. Richard Fisher, 


chief prosecutor for the trial, said nei- 
ther Maddux nor his wife will be eli- 
gible for parole for 30 years if the sen- 
tences stand. 


LeROY PHILLIPS, Maddux' attor- 


ney, said the defense lost the case 
when .Witt refused to transfer the trial 
further away than Athens, only 30 
miles- from the Maddux' hometown of 
Cleveland. "I am just trying to decide 
which of the 104 errors I will use in 
my appeal," Phillips said. 


The district attorney drew a repri- 


mand from the judge and brought de- 
fense attorneys storming to their feet 


to demand a mistrial after he told the 
jury to consider "natural law" which 
makes a mother protect her young. 


Witt sent the jury from the court- 


room before reprimanding Fisher. He 
told the district attorney his state- 
ments were "highly 
inflammatory" 


but refused to grant a mistrial. 


The Madduxes had been charged 


with first degree murder, but the 
charge was reduced after the Ten- 
nessee Supreme Court, ruling in an- 
other case, overturned the state's 
mandatory death penalty for first de- 
gree murder. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Bill Foula 


charged that Melisha underwent at 
least two days of torture before she 
was found dead on a wet mattress at 
her home last Oct. 13.

"We do not pretend that this num- 


ber reflects only students and that du- 
plication does not exist, he said. "The 
number simply tells us that there is 
involvement in the'program." 


P'ettica accompanied his report with 


a summary of the student activity fee 
collection methods of Illinois commu- 
nity colleges. All have mandatory sys- 
tems although several stipulate either 
no fee or an optional fee for part-time 
students. 


Loska said he believes the present 


system is inequitable for the person 
'who takes only one class for four 


credits or less and must pay the same 
amount as a person taking 11 credits. 


HE SUGGESTED a .possible ap- 


proach would be to make the fee op- 
tional for students taking only a few 
credits. 


Student activity fees at Oakton are 


used to subsidize films, lectures, con- 
certs,- theater productions, art exhib- 
its, student identification cards, blood 
donor drives, all college clubs and or- 
ganizations, the,student lounge and 
game 
room, intermural athletics, 


cheerleading, .field trips, workshops 
and the student newspaper.

Roosevelt U. plans to lease s chool in Arlington Hts.

Roosevelt University in Chicago is 


negotiating a long-term lease for an 
Arlington Heights Dist. 25 Junior high 
school that will be closed next June. 


The district last month decided to 


close one of its four junior high 
schools because of declining enroll- 
ment and mounting budget deficits, 
but has deferred naming a particular 
school until Roosevelt officials deter- 
mine which school' they prefer to 
lease. 


Lawrence Silverman, Roosevelt's 


vice president for student affairs, said 


the private university will choose its 
school within the next few months. 


"The sooner the better for our plan- 


ning purposes and Dist. 25's," he said. 


SIZE OF THE building, operating 


costs, traffic patterns and proximity 
to major roads and public trans- 
portation are being considered by uni- 
versity officials in determining which 
junior high to lease, Silverman said. 


"We've been in each building and 


some are more acceptable than oth- 
ers," he said. "We have to discuss 
what's best for our needs and what's 
best for Dist. 25's needs." 


Dist. 25 administrators have calcu- 


lated that closing Miner Junior High 
School, 1101 E. Miner, would not in- 
crease transportation expenses for the 
district. Transportation costs would 
rise from $7,500 to $22,500 if South Ju- 
nior High School, 314 S. Highland 
Ave., were closed; from $5,000 to 
$10,000 if Thomas Junior High School, 
303 E. Thomas St., were closed; and 
from $2,500 to $7,500 if Rand Junior 
High School, 2550 N. Arlington Heights 
Rd., were closed, administrators said.

"My dad pulled my hands off the 


wheel, stood me up and dragged me 
to the back of the boat." 


Michael Loughnane, 18, choked back 


tears Thursday as be unraveled the 
terrifying story of how he says his fa- 
ther tried to kill him. With tears roll- 
Ing from his eyes, the 18-year-old Ar- 
lington Heights man told of the June 
29, 1975 incident in< which he charges 
his father threw him off the side of a 
boat in Lake Michigan and left him 
for dead. 


The testimony came on the second 


day of the trial of James Loughnane, 
a former Arlington Heights resident 
and former Chicago policeman, who is 
charged with attempting to kill his 
son to collect $240,000 in insurance 
benefits. 


"AT 5 A.M. MY father woke me to 


go fishing on Lake Michigan," Mi- 
chael testified Thursday. "We loaded 
the van with supplies and drove to 
Jackson Park Harbor where our boat 
is moored," he said. For the next 
three hours they fished, but caught 
nothing and decided to turn back. 


"My father drove the boat west for 


a few minutes and then asked me to 
drive," he said. "He kept telling me 
to keep my eye on the compass at all 
times and to stay in a westerly direc- 
tion." 


Loughnane went to the back of the 


boat and scanned the horizon with a 
pair of binoculars. 


"Suddenly I felt a sharp blow to the 


back of my head. I became scared 
and gripped the wheel very tightly. 


"HE DRAGGED me to the left rear 


of the boat and tried to push me over 
the side. I started grabbing on to the 
side of the boat. He was trying to 
push me over the side. 


"I gripped the railing. He finally 


picked up my legs and forced me 
over the side of the boat. I fell in a 
few feet away from the boat." 


As he floated in the water, Michael 


said his father "stared at me a mo- 
ment. I shouted at him, 'My God! 
What's the matter with you.' " 


Loughnane sped away in the boat 


and made ever widening circles

and Highland Park have some form 
of deadbolt or security lock ordinance, 
Repholz said. Buffalo Grove and 
Deerfield have proposed similar ordi- 
nances.

The Buffalo Grove ordinance would 


require ^the installation 
of'"' special 


doors, window and deadbolt locks 
aimed at deterring criminals for all 
new buildings. 


The proposed ordinance, drafted by 


the village police department's crime 
prevention unit, would apply to new 
construction and to additions or alter- 
ations in existing buildings involving 
developers, homeowners and com- 
mercial establishments. 


Buffalo Grove officials estimate the 


proposal would add approximately $25 
to the cost of constructing an apart- 
ment and about $125 to a single-family 
home. The ordinance is based on sim- 
ilar laws in some California munici- 
palities.

Couple gets 99 years for tot's murder

ATHENS, Tenn. (UPI) - A jury 


took 43 minutes to convict Ronald and 
Wanda Maddux of second degree mur- 
der Thursday and the judge sentenced 
them to 99 years plus one day for the 
torture death of their 4-year-old 
daughter. 


The nine men and three women of 


the jury found the two defendants 
equally guilty in the slaying last Octo- 
ber of Melisha Morganna Gibson, 
Mrs. Maddux's child by a man'now 
serving time for armed robbery.

"Wanda Maddux and Ronald Mad- 


dux, you have both been convicted of 
second degree murder and I sentence 
you to 99- years and one day in the 
state penitentiary," Criminal'Court 
Judge James Witt intoned. 


MADDUX, A PUDGY part-time 


carpenter with bulging eyes, stared 


straight ahead, his hands clasped in 
front of him, when the jury foreman 
read the verdict. His wife began cry- 
ing and., continued sobbing as the 
couple stood .for the judge to pro- 
nounce sentence. "• 


Prosecutors demanded a life sen- 


tence for Mrs. Maddux and "the 
greatest number of years" possible 
for Maddux, wh'o they said beat his 
tiny stepdaughter with a sawed-off 
baseball bat, marched her through the . 
house for hours and fed her hot sauce 
until she vomited. 
' And they said Mrs. Maddux was 
equally guilty because she did not "so 
much as put a Band-Aid" on Me- 
lisha's bloody and battered body. 


Maddux and his wife blamed each 


other for the cruelty and abuse. Attor- 


neys for both announced immediately 
they would appeal, and Witt set May 7 
to hear defense motions for a new 
trial!

District Atty. 'Gen. Richard Fisher, 


chief prosecutor for the trial, .said nei- 
ther Maddux nor his wife will be eli- 
gible for parole for 30 years if the sen- 
tences stand. 


LeROY PHILLIPS,, Maddux' attor-

when Witt refused to transfer the trial 
further away than Athens, only 30 
miles from the Maddux' hometown of 
Cleveland.

4th generation of Weiland 
roots grow in greenhouse 


by JOHN N. FRANK 


Running a commercial greenhouse 


is no bed of roses. 


For David Weiland, owner of the 


Greenhouse. 36 Weiland Rd, unin- 
c o r p o r a t e d Vernon Township, it 
means, round-the-clock checks of the 
heating system, meeting ever-increas- 
ing real estate taxes and insurance 
premiums and paying fuel bills that 
totaled $36,000 for the last 60 days. 


A real estate agency offered Wei- 


land $1 million last year to sell his 
150.000 square feet of greenhouse and 
leave the hard life behind, but he re- 
fused. 


"WHAT ELSE WOULD I do? I just 


love to do it. It's in the blood you 
might say," Weiland says. 


The greenhouse has been in the 


family since it was started by Wei- 
land's grandfather in 1927. Weiland 
took over in 1962 after his father's 
sudden death from a heart attack. 


"I didn't have that much experience 


and the whole thing was left on my 
shoulders," Weiland says. 


But he learned the ropes quickly 


and today he sows every seed for his 
greenhouse himself. "We don't have 
shortcuts here," he says. 


WEILAND EMPLOYS about 30 men 


in winter months and hires extra help 
to handle peak summer periods, he 
says. 


Me has his own well to meet winter 


water needs, but in the summer, when 
150,000 gallons of water is used each 
day, he uses his family's 1-acre lake 
for water. 


His biggest problem this winter 


hasn't been water, it's been getting 
the natural gas to maintain tempera- 
tures as high as 75 degrees in the 
greenhouse. 


"They wanted me to quit using nat- 


ural gas. I said 'you can't cut us off.' 
A person can go home and put on a 
coat but what about that poor plant," 
Weiland says looking at his row-upon 
row of house plants. 


IN THE l-Mos, the Weiland green- 


house raised mums and carnations, 
but competition from South American 
growers became too strong, so he 
switched to house plants, Weiland 
says. 


Two years ago, he opened part of 


his greenhouse as a retail plant store 
for added income. 


"The retailer buys a plant from us

drummer, some people could be a 
natural pianist, I never went to col- 
lege, but this is just a natural thing 
for me," says Weiland as he keeps 
watch over his plants and sows new 
seeds for spring 


More residents buy vehicle stickers 


Wheeling residents purchased 1977 


village vehicle stickers in increased 
numbers, an apparent result of last 
year's crackdown on citizens who 
failed to purchase 1076 stickers. 


Village Clerk Evelyn Diens Thnrs- 


day said sticker sales totaled 10,052 
after Tuesday's deadline while 1978 
sales totaled only 8,600 at the cut off 
period. Residents registered a total of 
12,552 vechicles with the village last 
year. 


"I can't say It's 100 per cent the 


result of the enforcement program. I 
can't get the pulse of that but it is 
farther ahead than this time last 
year," she said. 


Mrs. Diens said $16,000 worth of sti- 


ckers were purchased during the two 


days before the March 1 deadline. She 
said residents are still coming in and 
purchasing the stickers and paying 
the $5 late fee 


"We're very happy with the results 


I, really think our enforcement pro- 
gram alerted the people to their re- 
sponsibility to purchase the stickers 
We've brought in more revenue this 
year than we did at the same time 
last year," she said. 


Mrs. Diens said she has asked vil- 


lage officials to include funds for a 
second vehicle sticker enforcement 
program in the 1977-78 budget. She 
said the crackdown would be on a 
smaller scale and would be directed 
at residents of new developments. 


"I would assume the village would

"WE, 
AS A TOTAL area, ought to 


look at this subject, rather than Dist. 
21 pull out," GUI said. "We ought to 
do it in a statesman sort of way. 


"If the unit passes, the real ban 


game is for Dist. 214 to figure out how 
they are going to survive," Gill said. 


Gill said if Dist. 21 pulls out, "We 


could wind up with two high schools 
that we can't even half fill, can't even 
pay for — it would be a mess."

Truschke, supervisor; Lorina Stevens 
clerk; Ronald Soucek, assessor; Ron- 
ald Pagha, highway commissioner; 
James Frahm, collector; and Douglas 
A n t o n i k, Joseph Cesario, Helen 
M c M a h o n and Frances Valerio, 
trustees. 


Union directors said there are some 


50,000 AFL-CIO union members living 
in the 10th and 12th Congressional dis- 
tricts, which cover Chicago's north 
and Northwest suburbs. 


Although union rules prevent the 


group from giving its membership 
lists to political parties, it can super- 
vise a telephone canvass to endorse 
candidates. 


N I C H O L A S B. BLASE, Maine

machinery. Democrats in township of- 
fices could "knock out the nucleus of 
local Republican organizations," he 
said. 


Blase asked the AFL-CIO group to

Michael Loughnane, 18, choked back 


tears Thursday as he unraveled the 
terrifying story of how he says his fa- 
ther tried to kill him. With tears roll- 
Ing from his eyes, the 18-year-old Ar- 
lington Heights man told of the June 
23. 1975 incident in which he charges 
h: rather threw him off the side of a 
bout in Lake Michigan and left him 
for dead. 


The testimony came on the second 


day of the trial of James Loughnane, 
a former Arlington Heights resident 
and former Chicago policeman, who is 
charged with attempting to kill his 
son to collect $240,000 in insurance 
benefits. 


"AT 5 A.M. MY father woke me to 


go fishing on Lake Michigan." Mi- 
chael testified Thursday. "We loaded 
the van with supplies and drove to 
Jackson Park Harbor where our boat 
is moored," he said. For the next 
three hours they fished, but caught 
nothing and decided to turn back.' 
. "My father drove the boat wesl for 
a few minutes and then asked me to 
drive," he said. "He kept telling me 
to keep my eye on the compass at all 
times and to stay in a westerly direc- 
tion." 


Loughnane went to the back of the 


boat and scanned the horizon with a 
pair of binoculars. 


"Suddenly I felt a sharp blow to the 


back of my head. I became scared 
and gripped the wheel very tightly. . 


"HE DRAGGED me to the left rear 


of the boat and tried to push me over 
the side. I started grabbing on to the 
side of the boat. He was trying to 
push me over the side. 


"I gripped the railing. He finally 


picked up my legs and forced me 
over the side of the boat. I fell in a 
few feet away from the boat." 


As he floated in the water, Michael 


said his father "stared at me a mo- 
ment. I shouted at him, 'My God! 
What's the matter with you.' " 


Loughnane sped away in the boat 


and made ever widening circles

That may change soon. 
Wednesday, the U.S. Supreme Court 


overturned a provision of the Social 
Security Act that made it virtually 
impossible for widowers to collect sur- 
vivor benefits that had been accumu- 
lated by their deceased wives. 


The law used to require that a wid- 


ower, such as Plate, had to prove his 
wife had supported him before he 
could collect survivor benefits. Wid- 
ows did not have to meet that require- 
ment. 


THE COURT RULING says such 


discrimination's unconstitutional. 


The ruling also strikes down similar 


dependency provision lor old age 
benefits. The government Thursday 
said 299,000 husbands seeking old age 
benefits and 220,000 widowers wanting 
survivor benefits probably would get 
them.

Couple gets 99 years for tot's murder

ATHENS, Tenn. (UPI) - A jury 


took 43 minutes to convict Ronald and 
Wanda Maddux of second degree mur- 
der Thursday and the judge sentenced 
them to 99 years plus one day for the 
torture death of their 
4-year-old 


daughter. 


The nine men and three women of 


the jury found the two defendants 
equally guilty in the slaying last Octo- 
ber of Melisha Morganna Gibson, 
Mrs. Maddux's child by a man now 
serving time for armed robbery. 


"Wanda Maddux and Ronald Mad- 


dux, you have both been convicted of 
second degree murder and I sentence 
you to 99 years and one day in the 
state penitentiary," Criminal Court 
Judge James Witt intoned. 


MADDUX, A PUDGY part-time 


carpenter with bulging eyes, stared 


straight ahead, his hands clasped in 
front of him, when the jury foreman 
read the verdict. His wife began cry- 
ing and continued -sobbing as the 
couple stood" for the judge to pro- 
nounce sentence. 


Prosecutors demanded a life sen- 


tence for Mrs. Maddux and. "the 
greatest number of years" possible 
for Maddux, who they said beat Ms 
tiny stepdaughter with a sawed-off 
baseball bat, marched her through the 
house for hours and fed her hot sauce 
until she vomited. 


And they said Mrs. Maddux was 


equally guilty because she did' not "so 
much as put a Band-Aid" on Me- 
lisha's bloody and battered body. 


Maddux and his wife blamed each 


otl>er for the cruelty and abuse. Attor- 


neys for both announced immediately 
they would appeal, and Witt set May 7 
to hear defense motions for a new 
trial.

For David Weiland, owner of the 


Greenhouse, 36 Weiland Rd., unin- 
c o r p o r a t e d Vernon Township, It 
means, round-the-clock checks of the 
heating system, meeting ever-increas- 
ing real estate taxes and insurance 
premiums and paying fuel bills that 
totaled $36,000 for the last 60 days. 


A real estate agency offered Wei- 


land $1 million last year to sell his 
150,000 square feet of greenhouse and 
leave the hard life behind, but he re- 
fused. 


"WHAT ELSE WOULD I do? I just 


love to do it. It's in the blood you 
might say," Weiland says. 


The greenhouse has been in the 


family since it was started by Wei- 
land's grandfather in 1927. Weiland 
took over In 1D62 after his father's 
sudden death from a heart attack. 


"I didn't have that much experience 


and the whole thing was left on my 
shoulders," Weiland says. 


But he learned the ropes quickly 


and today he sows every seed for his 
greenhouse himself. "We don't have 
shortcuts here," he says. 


WEILAND EMPLOYS about 50 men 


In winter months and hires extra help 
to handle peak summer periods, he 
says. 


He has his own well to meet winter 


water needs, but in the summer, when 
150,000 gallons of water is used each 
day, he uses his family's 1-acre lake 
for water. 


His biggest problem this winter 


hasn't been water, it's been getting 
the natural gas to maintain tempera- 
tures as high as 75 degrees in the 
greenhouse. 


"They wanted me to quit using nat- 


ural gas. I said 'you can't cut us off.' 
A person can go home and put on a 
coat but what about that poor plant," 
Weiland says looking at his row-upon 
row of house plants. 


IN THE 1940s, the Weiland green- 


house raised mums and carnations, 
but competition from South American 
growers became too strong, so he 
switched to house plants, Weiland 
says. 


Two years ago, he opened part of 


his greenhouse as a retail plant store 
for added income. 


"The retailer buys a plant from us 


for $3, then they sell it for $9 or $12. 
I'll sell it for $7 here," he says. 


The Greenhouse sells to florists 


from Chicago to Antioch. Weiland's 
son Terry, a recent graduate of Ste- 
venson High School in Prairie View, 
now is working in the wholesale end 
of the business, the fourth generation 


"I JiUST GREW up with it and I 


enjoy it," says Terry of the flower 
business. "I haive plans of staying in 
it too " 


He says his father gets up at 4, a m. 


each morning in their home a few feet 
from the greenhouse and often does 
not leave work until 9pm, The family 
has not had a vacation in 10 years. 


"It's always been a family thing," 


says Terry "Usually the greenhouse 
came first." 


Terry's father agrees. 


"Some people could be a natural 


drummer, some people could be a 
natural, pianist. I never went to col- 
lege, but this is just a natural thing 
for me," says Weiland as he keeps 
watch over his plants and sows new 
seeds for spring.

Michael Loughnane, 18, choked back

The testimony came on the second

schools because of declining enroll- 
ment and mounting budget deficits, 
but has deferred naming a particular 
school until Roosevelt officials deter- 
mine which school they prefer to 
lease. 


Lawrence Silverman, Roosevelt's 


vice president for student affairs, said 
the private university will choose its 
school within the next few months. 


"The sooner the better for our plan- 


ning purposes and Dist. 25's," he said. 


SIZE OP THE building^ operating 


costs, traffic patterns and proximity 
to major roads and public trans- 
portation'are being considered by uni- 
versity officials in determining which 
junior high to lease, Silverman said. 


"We've been in each building and 


some are more acceptable than oth- 
ers," he said. "We have to discuss 


what's best for our needs and what's 
best for Dist. 25's needs." 


Dist. 25 administrators have calcu- 


lated that closing Miner Junior High 
School, 1101 E. Miner, would not in- 
crease transportation expenses for the 
district.

Greenhouse, 36 Welland Rd., unin- 
c o r p o r a t e d Vernon Township, it 
means, round-the-clock checks of the 
heating system, meeting ever-increas- 
ing real estate taxes and insurance 
premiums and paying fuel bills that 
totaled $36,000 for the last 60 days. 


A real estate agency offered Wet- 


land $1 million last year to sell his 
150.000 square feet of greenhouse and 
leave the hard life behind, but he re- 
fused. 


"WHAT ELSE WOULD 1 do? I just 


love to do it. It's in the blood you 
might say," Wei land says. 


The greenhouse has been in the 


family since it was started by Wei- 
land's grandfather in 1827. Weiland 
took over in 1962 after his father's 


sudden death from a heart attack. 


"I didn't have that much experience 


and the whole thing was left on my 
shoulders," Weiland says. 


But he learned the ropes quickly 


and today he sows every seed for his 
greenhouse himself. "We don't have 
shortcuts here," he says. 


WEILAND EMPLOYS about 30 men 


in winter months and hires extra help 
to handle peak summer periods, he 
says. 


He has his own well to meet winter 


water needs, but in the summer, when 
150,000 gallons of water is used each 
day, he uses his family's 1-acre lake 
for water. 


His biggest problem this winter 


hasn't been water, it's been getting 
the natural gas to maintain tempera- 
tures as high as 75 degrees in the 
greenhouse. 


"They wanted me to quit using nat- 


ural gas. I said 'you can't cut us off,'

I never went to col- 
lege, but this is just a natural thing 
for me," says Weiland as he keeps 
watch over his plants and sows new 
seeds for spring.

New water 
rate scale 
proposed 


A change in the Schaumburg water 


rate structure so that residents will 
not be charged for water they do not 
use has been proposed by Village 
Mgr. John E. Coste. 


Schaumburg residents now pay min- 


imum quarterly bills of $12 based on 
$1 per 1.000 gallons with a 12,000 gal- 
lon minimum. The rate per thousand 
gallons drops as the customer uses 
more water. 


Cosfe has proposed the rate struc- 


ture be changed to $1 per 1,000 gallons 
with a 4.000 gallon minimum, which 
would produce a minimum bill of $4 
per quarter. 


'He forced 
me over the 
side of boa?

"My dad pulled my hands off the 


wheel, stood me up and dragged me 
to the back of the boat." 


Michael Loughnane, 18, choked baek 


tears Thursday as he unraveled the 
terrifying story of how he says his fa- 
ther tried to kill .him. WithJears roll- 
ing from his eyes, the 18-year-old Ar- 
lington Heights man told of the June 
29, 1975 incident in which he charges 
his father threw him off the side of a 
boat in Lake Michigan and left him 
for dead. 


The testimony came on the second 


day of the trial of James Loughnane, 
a former Arlington Heights resident 
and former Chicago policeman, who is 
charged with attempting to kill his 
son to collect $240,000 in insurance 
benefits. 


"AT 5 A.M. MY father woke me to 


go fishing on Lake Michigan," Mi- 
chael testified Thursday. "We loaded 
the van with supplies and drove to 
Jackson Park Harbor where our boat 
is moored," he said. For the next 
three hours they fished, but caught 
nothing and decided to turn back. 


"My father drove the boat west for 


a few minutes and then asked me to 
drive," he said. "He kept telling me 
to keep my eye on the compass at all 
times and to stay in a westerly direc- 
tion." 


Loughnane went to the back of the 


boat and scanned the horizon with a 
pair of binoculars. 


"Suddenly I felt a sharp blow to the 


back of my head. I became scared 
and gripped the wheel very tightly. 


"HE DRAGGED me to the left rear 


of the boat and tried to push me over 
the side. I started grabbing on to the 
side of the boat. He was trying to 
push me over the side. 


"I gripped the railing. He finally 


picked up my legs and forced me 
over the side of the boat. I fell in a 
few feet away from the boat." 


As he floated In the water, Michael 


said his father "stared at me a mo- 
ment. I shouted at him, 'My God! 
What's the matter with you.' " 


Loughnane sped away in the boat 


and made ever widening circles

BY ITSELF, the change would

"Right now we are look- 
ing at the residents, not industrial or 
commercial users or schools which 
are all billed monthly." Olsen said. 


BILL STAFFORD of the village wa- 


ter billing department said Thursday 
he is preparing detailed reports for 
the committee meeting that will show 
the number of residents now using 
less than 12,000 gallons of water in 
each billing period. 


Although Olsen and Stafford say an 


adjustment in the sliding scale for in- 
creased water use has not been pre- 
pared, both agree the rates could be 
changed to penalize residents using 
larger amounts of water. 


Although "estimated revenues and 


expenditures in the $11 million budget 
proposed for fiscal 1978 show an an- 
ticipated deficit of $62,000 in the water 
utility fund, village officials contend 
the rate structure change will not 
spell financial trouble. 


Finance Director Joseph Castor 


said a $233,000 surplus in the general 
fund and additional money in the road 
and bridge fund can be transferred to 
offset the deficit in the water fund. 


Schaumburg water rates have not 


been changed since 1971 when the 
12,000 gallon minimum was estab- 
lished and quarterly billing put into 
effect. 


Before then, residents had been 


paying $1.15 per thousand gallons with 
a 4,000 gallon minimum.

overturned a provision of the Social 
Security Act that made it virtually 
impossible for widowers to collect sur- 
vivor benefits that had been accumu- 
lated by their deceased wives. 


The law used to require that a wid- 


ower, such as Plate, had to prove his 
wife had supported him before he 
could collect survivor benefits. Wid- 
ows did not have to meet that require- 
ment. 


THE COURT RULING says such 


discrimination is unconstitutional. ' 


The ruling also strikes' down similar 


dependency provision for old age 
benefits. The government Thursday ' 
said 299,000 husbands seeking'old age 
benefits and 220,000 widowers wanting 
survivor benefits probably would get 
them.

Couple gets 99 years for tot's murder

ATHENS, Tenn. (UPI) - A jury 


took 43 minutes to convict Ronald and 
Wanda Maddux of second degree mur- 
der Thursday and the judge sentenced 
them to 99'years plus one day for the 
torture death of .their 4-year-old 
daughter. 


The nine men and three women of 


the jury found the two defendants 
equally guilty in the slaying last Octo- 
ber of Melisha Morganna Gibson, 
Mrs. Maddux's child by a man now 
serving time for armed robbery. 


"Wanda Maddux and Ronald Mad- 


dux, you have both been convicted of 
second degree murder and I sentence' 
you to 99 years and one day in the 
state penitentiary," Criminal Court 
Judge James Witt intoned. . 


MADDUX, A, PUDGY .part-time 


carpenter with bulging eyes, stared 


straight ahead, his hands clasped in 
front of him, when the jury foreman 
read the verdict. His wife began cry- 
ing and continued sobbing as the 
couple stood for the judge . to pro- 
nounce sentence. 


Prosecutors demanded a life sen- 


tence for Mrs, Maddux and "the 
greatest number of years" possible 
for Maddux, who they said beat his 
tiny stepdaughter with a sawed-off 
baseball bat, marched her through the 
house for hours and fed her hot sauce 
until she vomited. 


And they said Mrs. Maddux was 


equally guilty because she did not "so 
much as put a Band-Aid" on Me- 
lisha's bloody and. battered body. 


Maddux and his wife blamed each 


other for the cruelty and abuse. Attor- 


neys for both announced immediately 
they would appeal, and Witt set May 7 
to hear defense motions for a new 
trial.. 


District Atty. Gen. Richard Fister, 


chief prosecutor for the trial, said nei- 
ther Maddux nor his wife will be eli- 
gible for parole for 30 years if the sen- 
tences stand. 


LeROY PHILLIPS, Maddux' attor- 


ney, said the defense lost the case 
when Witt refused to transfer the trial 
further away than Athens, only. 30 
miles from the Maddux' hometown of 
Cleveland. "I am just trying to decide 
which of the 104 errors I will use in 
. my appeal," Phillips said. 


The district attorney drew a repri- 


mand from the judge and brought de- 
fense attorneys storming to their feet 


to demand a mistrial after he told the 
jury to consider "natural law" which 
makes a mother protect her young. 


Witt sent the jury from (he court- 


room before reprimanding Fisher. He 
told the district attorney his state- 
ments were "highly inflammatory" 
but refused to grant a mistrial. 


The Madduxes had been charged 


with first degree murder, but the 
charge was reduced after the Ten- 
nessee Supreme Court, ruling in an- 
other case, overturned the state's 
mandatory death penalty for first de- 
gree murder.

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Wage classification study 
goes to village Tuesday 
• 


A $7,800 wage classification study 


which will provide the basis for future 
salary adjustments for village em- 
ployes is expected to be approved by 
Schaumburg trustees at Tuesday's vil- 
lage board meeting. 


The study is expected to run from 


April 1 to June 30 and will be con- 
ducted by the U.S. Civil Service Com- 
mission. 


Trustee Edward G. Olsen said it is 


likely the village board will adopt an 
$11 million budget for fiscal 1978 
which provides 5 per cent across-the- 
board Increases for employes before 
the study is completed. 


"If the classification study indicates 


salary Increases for employes, then 
raises would probably be retroactive 
to May 1 when the budget goes into 
effect, depending on how the village 
board sees It," Olsen said. He is 
chairman of the village finance com- 
mittee. 


GARY KOCA of the U.S. Civil Ser- 


vice Commission said each village 
employe will be interviewed in the 
study and basic job classification re- 
quirements reviewed. 


When budget talks opened Monday, 


Village Cterk-Collector Sandy Carsello 
objected to a proposed increase rais- 
ing her salary from $14,333 to $15,000 
annually. 


Mrs. Carsello told the finance com- 


mittee she believes she should have 
an annual salary of $18,000 as collec- 
tor. Added to the $3,000 she makes as 
village clerk, it would bring her to 
$21,000 — "the salary of the lowest 
paid male department head in the vil- 
lage," she has said. 


Finance Committee members re- 


ferred Mrs. Carsello's salary to the 
village board for further adjustment. 
A discussion of the issue is expected 
when trustees meet in committee 
March 16 to discuss the budget.

Couple gets 99 years for tofs murder

ATHENS, Tenn. (UPI) - A jury 


took 43 minutes to convict Ronald and 
Wanda Maddux of second degree mur- 
der Thursday and the judge sentenced 
them to 99 years plus one day- for the 
torture death of their 4-year-old 
daughter. 


The nine men and three women of 


the jury, found the two defendants 
equally guilty in'the slaying last Octo- 
ber of Melisha Morganna Gibson, 
Mrs. Maddux's child by a man now 
serving time for armed robbery. 


"Wanda Maddux and Ronald Mad- 


dux, you have both been convicted of 
second degree murder and I sentence 
you to 99 years and one dayrin the 
state penitentiary," Criminal Court 
Judge James Witt intoned. 


MADDUX, A PUDGY part-time 


carpenter with bulging eyes, stared 


straight ahead, his hands clasped in 
front of him, when the jury foreman 
read the verdict. His wife began cry- 
ing and continued sobbing as . the 
couple stood for the judge to pro- 
nounce sentence. 


Prosecutors demanded a life sen- 


tence for Mrs. Maddux and "the 
greatest number -of years" possible 
for Maddux, who they said beat his 
tiny stepdaughter with a sawed-dff 
baseball bat, marched her through the 
house for hours and fed her hot sauce 
until she vomited. 


And they said Mrs. Maddux was 


equally guilty because she did not "so 
much as put a Band-Aid" on Me- 
lisha's bloody and battered body.

job market. The university's coun- 
seling staff would be brought to Ar- 
lington Heights and babysitting ser- 
vices could be provided while the 
women are in class, Silverman said. 


Another possibility is the offering of 


private and group after-school music 
lessons. Many Northwest suburban 
students now travel downtown to the 
Ctiicago Musical College of Roosevelt 
University for lessons, be said.

"My dad pulled my hands off the 


wheel, stood me up and dragged me 
to the back of the boat." 


Michael Loughnane, 18, choked back 


tears Thursday as he unraveled the 
terrifying story of how he says his fa- 
ther tried to kill him. With tears roll- 
ing from his eyes, the 18-year-old Ar- 
lington Heights man told of the June 
29, 1975 incident in which he charges 
his father threw him off the side of a 
boat in Lake Michigan and left him 
for dead. 


The testimony came on the second 


day of the trial of James Loughnane, 
a former Arlington Heights resident 
and former Chicago policeman, who is 
charged with attempting to kill his 
son to collect $S40,000 in insurance 
benefits. 


"AT 5 A.M. MY father woke me to 


go fishing on Lake Michigan," Mi- 
chael testified Thursday. "We loaded 
the van with supplies and drove to 
Jackson Park Harbor where our boat 
is moored," he said. For the next 
three hours they fished, but caught 
nothing and decided to turn back. 


"My father drove the boat west for 


a few minutes and then asked me to 
drive," he said. "He kept telling me 
to keep my eye on the compass at all 
times and to stay in a westerly direc- 
tion " 


Loughnane went to the back of the 


boat and scanned the horizon with a 
pair of binoculars. 


"Suddenly I felt a sharp blow to the 


back of my head. I became scared 
and gripped the wheel very tightly. 


"HE DRAGGED me to the left rear 


of the boat and tried to push me over 
the side. I started grabbing on to the 
side of the boat. He was trying to 
push me over the side. 


"I gripped the railing. He finally 


picked up my legs and forced me 
over the side of the boat. I fell in a 
few feet away from the boat." 


As he floated in the water, Michael' 


said his father "stared at me a mo- 
ment. I shouted at him, 'My God! 
What's the matter with you ' " 


Loughnane sped away in the boat 


and made ever widening circles

After that, her husband never saw a 
return on all the money she had 
poured into Social Security. 


PLATE, NOW 78, moved into his 


daughter and son-in-law's Schsum- 
burg Township home, and they since 
have struggled to make ends meet. 


That may change soon. 
Wednesday, the U.S. Supreme Court 


overturned a provision of the Social 
Security Act that made it virtually 
impossible for widowers to collect sur- 
vivor benefits that had been accumu- 
lated by their deceased wives. 


The law used to require that a wid- 


ower, such as Plate, had to prove his 
wife had supported him before he 
could collect survivor benefits. Wid- 
ows did not have to meet that require- 
ment. 


THE COURT RULING says such 


discrimination is unconstitutional. 


The ruling also strikes down similar 


dependency provision for old age 
benefits The government Thursday 
said 299,000 husbands seeking old age 
benefits and 2?0,000 widowers wanting 
survivor benefits probably would get 
them.

Couple gets 99 years for tot's murder

ATHENS, Tenn. (UPI) — A jury 


took 43 minutes to convict Ronald and 
Wanda Maddux of second degree mur- 
der Thursday and the judge sentenced 
them to 99 years plus one day for the 
torture death of their 4-year-old 
daughter. 


The nine men and three women of 


the jury found the two defendants 
equally guilty in the slaying last Octo- 
ber of Melisha Morganna Gibson, 
Mrs. Maddux's child by a man now 
serving time for armed robbery. 


"Wanda Maddux and Ronald Mad- 


dux, you have both been convicted of 
second degree murder and I sentence 
you 'to 99 years and one day in the 
state penitentiary," Criminal Court 
Judge James Witt intoned. 


MADDUX, A PUDGY part-time 


carpenter with bulging eyes, stared 


straight ahead, his hands clasped in 
front of him, when the jury foreman 
read the verdict. His wife began cry- 
ing and continued sobbing as the 
couple stood for the judge to pro- 
nounce sentence. 


Prosecutors demanded a life sen- 


tence for Mrs. Maddux and "the 
greatest number of years" possible 
for Maddux, who they said beat his 
tiny stepdaughter with a sawed-off 
baseball bat, marched her through the 
house for hours and fed her hot sauce 
until she vomited. 


And they said Mrs. Maddux was 


equally guilty because she did not "so 
much as put a Band-Aid" on Me- 
lisha's bloody and battered body. 


Maddux and his wife blamed each 


other for the cruelty and abuse. Attor- 


neys for both announced immediately 
they would appeal, and Witt set May 7 
to hear defense motions for a new 
trial 


District Atty Gen Richard Fisher, 


chiet prosecutor for the trial, said nei- 
ther Maddux nor his wife will be eli- 
gible for parole for 30 years if the sen- 
tences stand. 


LcROY PHILLIPS, Maddux' attor- 


ney, said the defense lost the case 
when Witt refused to transfer the trial 
further away than Athens, only 30 
miles from the Maddux' hometown of 
Cleveland. "I am just trying to decide 
which of the 104 errors I will use in 
my appeal," Phillips said. 


The district attorney drew a repri- 


mand from the judge and brought de- 
fense attorneys storming to their feet 


to demand a mistrial after he told the 
jury to consider "natural law" which 
makes a mother protect her young. 


Witt sent the jury from the court- 


room before reprimanding Fisher. He 
told the district attorney his state- 
ments were "highly 
inflammatory" 


but refused to grant a mistrial. 


The Madduxes had been charged 


with first degree murder, but the 
charge was reduced after the Ten- 
nessee Supreme Court, riding in an- 
other case, overturned the state's 
mandatory death penalty for first de- 
gree murder. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Bill Foula

$13,000 added to public works budget 


A $13,000 addition to the proposed 


village budget to pay for architectural 
plans for the long sought after addi- 
tion to the Palatine public works ga- 
rage was approved Thursday night by 
village officials. 


The item was added to the public 


works department budget in the vil- 
lage finance committee's final review 
session of the proposed $11.8 million 
1977-78 village budget. 


Robert Miller, public works director 


requested the architectural funds. He 
also asked for $195,000 for actual con- 
struction of the garage and $35,000 to 
build a salt storage facility, which 
were left out of the budget by Village 
Mgr. Anton Harwig. 


MILLER TOLD the board that if ar- 


chitectural plans for the addition are 
done, the village could be in line for 
federal funds for construction of the 
garage The funds would hinge on 
public works block grants proposed by 
the Carter Administration being ap- 
proved by Congress. 


A similar federal public works pro- 


gram was initiated last year, however 
the village could not apply for funds 
because it did not have actual archi- 
tectural plans available, a require- 


ment of the program. 


Trustee James L. Shaw suggested 


the board consider the garage addi- 
tion because it is in line with other 
proposed capital improvements the 
village is planning, including ex- 
pansion of village hall facilities. 


The garage addition would include 


about 6,000 square feet added on to 
the existing facility at 435 W. Illinois 
Ave. The additional 'space would in- 
clude workshop areas anO lockers 
which are currently nonexistent at the 
garage. 


IN ADDITION to the $13,000 addi- 


tion for the architectural 
plans, 


trustees agreed to a request from the 
beautification commission that a full- 
time person be hired to maintain vil- 
lage plantings. 


The person, whose salary would be 


$8,946, would spend about seven 
months per year maintaining village 
plantings and the remaining five 
months of the year in the village for- 
estry department working on the tree 
replacement program. 


In other action, trustees directed 


Civil Defense Director Ed Tazelaar to 
proceed with efforts to get an addi- 
tional civil defense siren for the vil- 
lage. 


Tazelaar had requested a $7,000 ap- 


propriation in the budget for the item. 
He said a siren is needed in the west- 
ern end of the village near the Coun- 
tryside development. 


Tazelaar said federal officials/must 


determine where the siren should be 
located and such a study could take 
up to five months. Trustees told Taze- 
laar to proceed with getting the study 
and return to the village board at he 
time of the mid-year budget review 
with the siren request 


Village to ask state help 
to find sticker cheaters

The printout proved useless, however, 
because the zip code area includes 
portions of unincorporated Palatine 
Township.

colleges by coordinating program se- 
quences with them, he said. 


IN ADDITION to offering tradition- 


al courses in education, business ad- 


ministration, arts and sciences and 
public administration, Roosevelt also 
is considering offering professional 
retraining and courses tailored to the 
needs of individual local corporations, 
Silverman said. 


The university also is considering 


classes for women looking to enter the 
job market. The university's 
coun- 


seling staff would be brought to Ar- 
lington Heights and babysitting ser- 
vices could be provided while the 
women are in class, Silverman said. 


Another possibility is the offering of 


private and group after-school music 
lessons. Many Northwest suburban 
students now travel downtown to the 
Chicago Musical College of Roosevelt 
University for lessons, he said. 


The needs and desires of the com-, 


raunity will determine the breadth of 
the programs offered if Roosevelt 
does lease a school in Arlington 
Heights, Silverman said. University 
officials plan to use the time between 
now and September 1978 to meet with 
community groups and discuss the 
courses they'd like to have available, 
he said.

"My dad pulled my hands off the 


wheel, stood me up and dragged me 
to the back of the boat." 


Michael Loughnane, 18, choked back 


tears Thursday as he unraveled the 
terrifying story of how he says his fa- 
ther tried to kill him. With tears roll- 
Ing front his eyes, the 18-year-old Ar- 
lington Heights-man told of the June 
29, 1975 incident in which he charges 
his father threw him off the side of a 
boat in Lake Michigan and left him 
for dead. 


The testimony came on the second 


day of the trial of James Loughnane, 
a former Arlington Heights resident 
and former Chicago policeman, who is 
charged with attempting'to kill his 
son to collect $240,000 in insurance 
benefits. 
x- 


"AT 5 A.M. MY father woke me to 


go fishing on Lake Michigan," Mi- 
chael testified Thursday. "We loaded 
the van with supplies and drove to 
Jackson Park Harbor where our boat 
is moored," he said., For the next 
three hours they fished, but caught 
nothing and decided to turn back. 


"My father drove the boat west for 


a few minutes and then asked me to 
drive," he said. "He kept telling me 
. to keep my eye on the compass at all 
times and to stay in a westerly direc- 
tion." 


Loughnane went to the back of the 


boat and scanned the horizon with a 
pair of binoculars. 


"Suddenly I felt a sharp blow to the 


back of my head: I became scared 
and gripped the wheel very tightly. 


"HE DRAGGED me to the left rear 


of the boat and tried to push me over 
the side. I started grabbing on to the 
side of the boat. He. was trying to 
push me over the side.' 


"I gripped the railing. He finally 


picked up my legs and forced me 
over the side of the boat. I fell in a 
few feet away from the boat." 


As he floated in the water, Michael 


said his father "stared at me a mo- 
ment. •! shouted at him, 'My God! 
What's the matter with you.' " 


Loughnane sped away in the boat 


and made ever widening circles

Parsons, however, said 
the library's operating budget request 
this year will exceed $500,000. The li- 
brary's operating budget during 1976- 
77 was $437,095. 


"We ask for what we need to ac- 


complish, what we think has to be 
done," Parsons said. "It (the library 
tax) doesn't generate enough for the 
majority of libraries in the state." 


The new $3.2 million library, 10 S. 


Emerson St., is about four times larg- 
er than the old facility, 14 E. Bus'se 
Ave. "Naturally, wf have to spend 
more in the larger building," Mrs. 
Hopkins said. 


MOUNT PROSPECT, as a home- 


rule municipality, has broad, taxing 
powers under which additional fund- 
ing could be appropriated for the li- 
brary. But the village board, which,by 
law must approve the library's oper-

benefits. The government Thursday 
said 299,000 husbands seeking old age 
benefits and" 220,000 widowers wanting 
survivor benefits probably would get 
them.

Couple gets 99 years for tofs murder

ATHENS, Tenn. (DPI) - A jury 


took 43 minutes to convict Ronald and 
Wanda Maddux of second degree mur- 
der Thursday and the judge sentenced 
them to 99 years plus one day for the 
torture death of their 4-year-old 
daughter.' 


The nine men and three women of 


the jury found the two defendants 
equally guilty in the slaying last Octo- 
ber of Melisha Morganna Gibson, 
Mrs. Maddux's child by a man now 
serving time for armed robbery. 


"Wanda Maddux and Ronald Mad- 


dux, you have both been convicted 'of 
' second degree murder and I sentence 
you to 99 years and one day in the 
state penitentiary," Criminal Court 
Judge James Witt intoned. 


MADDUX, A PUDGY part-time 


carpenter with bulging eyes, stared 


straight ahead, his hands clasped in 
front.of him, when the jury foreman 
read the verdict. His wife began cry- 
ing and .continued sobbing ' as the 
couple- stood for the judge to pro- 
nounce sentence. 


Prosecutors. demanded a life sen- 


tence for Mrs. Maddux and "the 
greatest number of years" possible 
for Maddux, who they said beat his 
tiny stepdaughter with a sawed-off 
baseball bat, marched her through the 
house for hours arid fed her hot sauce 
until she vomited. 


And they said Mrs. Maddux was 


equally guilty because she did not "so 
much as put a Band-Aid" on Me- 
lisha's bloody and battered body. 


Maddux and his wife blamed each 


other for the cruelty and abuse. Attor- 


neys for both announced immediately 
they would appeal, and Witt set May 7 
to hear defense motions for a new 
trial. 


District Atty. Gen. Richard Fisbsr, 


chief prosecutor for the trial, said nei- 
ther Maddux nor his wife will be eli- 
gible for parole for 30 years if the sen- 
tences stand. 


LeROY PHILLIPS, Maddux' attor- 


ney, said the defense' lost the case 
when Witt refused to transfer the trial 
further away, than Athens, only 30 
miles from the Maddux' hometown of 
Cleveland. "I am'just trying to decide 
which of the 104 errors I will use in 
my appeal," Phillips said. 


The district attorney drew a repri- 


mand from the judge and brought de- 
fense attorneys storming to their- feet 


to demand a mistrial after he told the 
jury to consider'"natural law" which 
makes a mother protect her young. 


Witt sent the jury from the court- 


room before reprimanding Fisher. He 
told the district attorney his state- 
ments were "highly inflammatory" 
but refused to grant a mistrial. • 


The Madduxes had been charged 


with first degree murder, bill the 
charge was reduced after the Ten- 
nessee Supreme Court, ruling in an- 
other case, overturned the state's 
mandatory death penalty for first de- 
gree murder.

MICHAEL MINTON, running for 


village president as an independent in 


Roosevelt U. plans to rent school 


by SHERYL JEDLINSKI 


Roosevelt University in Chicago is 


negotiating a long-term lease for an 
Arlington Heights Dist. 25 junior high 
achool that will M closed next June. 


The district last month decided to 


close one of its four junior high 
schools because of declining enroll- 
ment and mounting budget deficits, 
but has deferred naming a particular 
school until Roosevelt officials deter- 
mine which school they prefer to 
lease. 


Lawrence Silverman, Roosevelt's 


vice president for student affairs, said 
the private university will choose its 
achool within the next few months. 


"The sooner the better for our plan- 


ning purposes and Dist. 25's," he said. 


SIZE OF THE building, operating 


costs, traffic patterns and proximity 
to major roads and public trans- 


portation are being considered by uni- 
versity officials in determining which 
junior high to lease, Silverman said. 


"We've been in each building and 


some are more acceptable than oth- 
ers," he said. "We have to discuss 
what's best for our needs and what's 
best for Dist. 25's needs." 


Dist. 25 administrators have calcu- 


lated that closing Miner Junior High 
School, 1101 E. Miner, would not in- 
crease transportation expenses for the 
district. Transportation costs would 
rise from $7,500 to $22,500 if South Ju- 
nior High School, 314 S. Highland 
Ave., were closed; from $5,000 to 
$10,000 if Thomas Junior High School, 
303 E. Thomas St., were closed; and 
from $2,500 to $7,500 if Rand Junior 
High School, 2550 N. Arlington Heights 
Rd., were closed, administrators said. 


SILVERMAN SAID he expects the 


negotiations with Dist. 25 will be 
"fruitful" and that Roosevelt could 
begin operating programs out of Ar- 
lington Heights in September 1978. 


The university is not negotiating for 


space with any other school districts, 
he said. 


Arlington Heights is considered an 


ideal location for Roosevelt University 
because it is a large-growth area and 
has "excellent" nearby community 
colleges, Silverman said. 


THE MOVE TO Arlington Heights 


would be a "logical expansion" of the 
educational programs the university 
has been offering in'the suburbs for 
the past 15 years, he said. Some 130 
students currently are -enrolled in 
Roosevelt's evening business, arts and 
science classes offered at Rolling 
Meadows High School as an adjunct 
to High School Dist. 214's continuing 
education program, he said. 


Weiland roots grow in greenhouse

Running a commercial greenhouse 


Is no bed of roses. 


For David Weiland, owner of the 


Greenhouse, 36 Weiland Rd., unin- 
c o r p o r a t e d Vernon Township, it 
means, round-the-clock checks of the 
heating system, meeting ever-increas- 
ing real estate taxes and insurance 
premiums and paying fuel bills that 
totaled $36,000 for the last 60 days. 


A real estate agency offered Wei- 


land $1 million last year to sell his 
150,000 square feet of greenhouse and 
leave the hard life behind, but he re- 
fused. 


"WHAT ELSE WOULD I do? I just 


love to do it. It's in the blood you 
might say," Weiland says. 


The greenhouse has been in the 


family since it was started by Wei- 
land's grandfather in 1927. Weiland 
took over in 1962 after his father's 
sudden death from a heart attack. 


"t didn't have that much experience 


and the whole thing was left on my 
shoulders," Weiland says. 


But he learned the ropes quickly 


and today he sows every seed for his 
greenhouse himself. "We don't have 


shortcuts here," he says, 


WEILAND EMPLOYS about 30 men 


in winter months and hires extra help 
to handle peak summer periods, he 
says. 


He has his own well to meet winter 


water needs, but in the summer, when 
150,000 gallons of water is used each 
day, he uses his family's 1-acre lake 
for water. 


His biggest problem this winter 


hasn't been water, it's been getting 
the natural gas to maintain tempera- 
tures as high as 75 degrees in the 
greenhouse. 


"They wanted me to quit using nat- 


ural gas. I said 'you can't cut us off.' 
A person can go home and put on a 
coat but what about that poor plant," 
Weiland says looking at his row-upon 
row of house plants. 


IN THE 1940s, the Weiland green- 


house raised mums and, carnations, 
but competition from South American 
growers became too strong, so he 
switched to house plants, Weiland 
says. 


Two years ago, he opened part of 


his greenhouse as a retail plant store 
for added income. 


"The retailer buys a plant from us 


for $3, then they sell it for $9'or $12. 
I'll sell it for $7 here," he says. 


The Greenhouse sells to florists 


from Chicago to Antioch. Weiland's 
son Terry, a recent graduate of Ste- 
venson High School in Prairie View, 
now is working in the wholesale end 
of the business, the fourth generation 
of Weilands in flowers. 


"I JUST GREW up with it and I 


enjoy it," says Terry of the ^flower 
business. "I have plans of staying in 
it too." 


He says his father gets up at 4 a.m. 


each morning in their home a few feet 
from the greenhouse and often does 
not leave work until 9 p.m. The family 
has not had a vacation in 10 years. 


"It's always been a family thing," 


says Terry. "Usually the greenhouse 
came first." 


Terry's father agrees. 
"Some people could be a natural 


drummer, some people could be a 
natural pianist. I never went to col- 
lege, but this is just a natural thing 
for me," says Weiland as he keeps 
watch over his plants and sows new 
seeds for spring.

officials say they need to operate the 
facility. 


Library officials continually have 


said they are short on operational 
funds and as a result the two boards 
at budget time are in repeated dis- 
agreement. 


By increasing the rate, Parsons 


said the dispute may end. "I worJd 
hope our board does not use a referen- 


dum as a bargaining point to be in 
conjunction with the budget," he said. 


PARSONS ADMITTED a referen- 


dum would mean no economic gains 
for Mount Prospect residents. "I be- 
lieve in going for things you have a 
reasonable chance of attaining." 


Library Board member Sally Viger 


said a referendum has been on the 
drawing board for several years. 


"With the tax monies we have," she 


said, "we will go over. We're going to 
go in with our budget. We're not mak- 
ing a giant step forward until we see 
how our budget is going to go this 
year." 


Mrs. Viger said if the village does 


not use its home-rule power to give 
the library as much money as it needs 
to operate the building, library offi- 
cials will have to seek alternate ways 
to raise revenue. 
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Mount Prospect, appeared at the 
COPE meeting and said he would wel- 
come the group's support. 


Minton, said he also has asked to 


appear before Republican gatherings. 
He said he does not want to inject 
national political party labels into the 
village election, but was looking for

"We'd like to serve the community 


the same way we've been serving it 
all along, but we'd like to make it 
more convenient for people to begin 
or complete their education," Silver- 
man said. 


Courses would be offered at the ju- 


nior, senior and graduate level only 
and officials hope to encourage the 
transfer of students from community 
colleges by coordinating program se- 
quences with them, he said. 


IN ADDITION to offering tradition- 


al courses in education, business ad- 
ministration, arts and sciences and 
public administration, ^Roosevelt also 
is considering offering professional 
retraining and courses tailored to the 
needs of individual local corporations, 
Silverman said. 


The university also is considering 


classes for women looking to enter the 
job market. The university's coun- 
seling staff would be brought to Ar- 
lington Heights and babysitting ser- 
vices could be provided while the 
women are in class, Silverman said. 


Another possibility is the offering of 


private and group after-school music 
lessons. Many Northwest suburban 
students now travel downtown to the 
Chicago Musical College of Roosevelt 
University for lessons, he said. 


The needs and desires of the com- 


munity will determine the breadth of 
the programs offered if Roosevelt 
does lease a school in Arlington 
Heights, Silverman said. University 
officials plan to use the time between 
now and September 1978 to meet with 
community groups and discuss the 
courses they'd like to have available, 
he said.
